The Democratic City Convention met last 
evening in the Grand Central Palace and 


ratified the selection of candidates made 
by the leaders in conference. There was 
no break in.the slate. 

Edward M. Shepard was nominated for 
Mayor, Col. W. W. Ladd, Jr.. for Con- 
troller, and George M. Van Hoesen for 
President of the Board of Aldermen. The 
large auditorium was packed, and at times 
pandemonium reigned in the convention. 
From almost the very first the gallery 


crowds shouted the name of Bird 8S. Coler. 


Every time a nominator would begin to 
name his candidate he would be hushed to 
silence by these cries. During “the roll 
call for the. vote on Mr. Shepard’s nomina- 


tion the yelling was continuous, and hard- 
ly one name in ten that Secretary Smith 
called could be heard above the din. 

It was a repetition, in exaggerated form, 
of the occurrence of four years ago, when, 
although the City Democratic Convention 
named Robert A. Van Wyck for Mayor, the 
spectators at the meeting insisted on shout- 
ing for Charles W. Dayton. There were on 
that occasion cheers for Dayton as Rich- 
ard Croker entered the hall. The chief had 
just returned from abroad, and had found 
what he thought was a plot to overthrow 
him from the leadership of Tammany Hall. 

Then, as iast night, the delegates sat 
stolidly in their seats and voted as they 
had been told to vote. Then, as last night, 
Richard Croker sat in his seat with his 
usual blank expression and watched the 
nominations made according to schedule. 


THE CRIES FOR COLER. 


When Martin W. Littleton mentioned the 
word Mayor in his speech of nomination for 
Etiward M. Shepard, before he had even 
mamed Mr. Shepard, there was an out- 
burst from the galleries and among the 
spectators that thronged aljl sides of the 
assembly room. After that the occurrence 
was repeated time after time during the 
convention. ‘ Coler,’’ Coler,” resounded 
on all sides. 

As the cries for the present Controller 
‘were uttered the Tammany delegates would 
raise their voices in wordless cheers _to 


n= ag the shouts of the non-voting oppo- 
sition. 

James Shevlin, the leader of the Brook- 
lyn Democracy, present to represent Hugh 
McLaughlin, sat in a balcony box above 
the heads of the Brodklyn delegates. His 
face showed that he did not like the out- 
burst of cheers every time Controller 
Coler’s name was. mentioned. 

Mr. Croker sat with the delegates of the 
Twenty-ninth Assembly District, and his 
face at every._stage of the proceedings had 
that firm, set‘expression which he assumes 
at political conventions. His eyes never 
left the sqemhers desk, but during lulls in 
the proceedings he laughed and chatted 
with all who passed to pay respects. 

It was when the roll was called for the 
nomination for Mayor that the excitement 
reached its height. Mr. Littleton finished 
his speech. Senator O'Sullivan seconded 
the nomination. Chairman George B. Mc- 
Clellan announced that the roll would be 
called for a vote. Secretary Smith rose to 
do the calling. 

For the next fifteen minutes, at least, 
there was not a second of even comparative 
quiet. As the roll progressed the delegates 
tould rarely hear their names. Every now 
ind then Secretary Smith would raise his 
roice to such a pitch that a single name 
vould be distinguished. No delegate seemed 
tg attempt to vote until the name of Oscar 
E. Stiehl. of the Twentieth Assembly Dis- 
trict of Brooklyn was called. ¥

Premier Kuyper Gives Figures Showing 
the Improved Condition of 
the People.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Brussels corre- 
spondent of The Times says that in the 
debate on the Queen’s Speech in the 
Netherlands States General, the Pre- 
mier, Dr. Kuyper, gave faets and figures 
showing the improved condition of the 
Dutch people. The average Hollander, 
said Dr. Kuyper, was now taller, strong- 
er, and more prosperous than he was 
forty years ago. Savings banks accounts 
had increased seven-fold’ in sixteen 
years, and private banks had doubled 
their capital in. the same period. The 
sales of-pawn tickets had decreased one- 
third in ten years. ‘Imports, exports, and 
steam tonnage had greatly increased. 

The Premier instanced the _ self-re- 
straint of the masges in the recent elec- 
tions, when feeling was intense, as prov- 
ing the good moral tone of the Dutch 
peoplé. 

The correspondent. observes that while 
Dr. Kuyper is a severe Calvinist and 
Conservative, during the years he speaks 
of the Government has been mostly in 
the hands of the Liberals.

Frauds Unearthed at Batum—4n In- 
quniry Soon to be Begun.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Odessa corre- | 
spondent of The Times says a segndal | 
similar to that last year at Sebastopol, 
which involved forty-three naval officers 
and some high officials, has beén un- 
earthed at Batum. Receipts for coal de- 
livered to the Black Sea fleet were, it 
has been discovered, falsified. 

An inquiry is soon to be begun at Se- 
bastopol, and is likely to result in the 
imprisonment or banishment of. several 
officers.

Beats Shamrock Il. in Brisk Wind 
by 2 Min. 52 Sec. Actual Time. 


The Chalienger:-Is Worsted on Each Leg 
of the Trtangular Course and Out- 
sailed at Every Point. 





The second race for the America’s Cup 
was sailed yesterday over a triangular 
course off Sandy Hook and Columbia won 
by 2 minutes and 52 seconds actual time. 
She beat Shamrock II. on each of»the three 
legs of the course and fairly outsailed her 
at every point, She proved herself a won- 
derful yacht and justified the action of the 
Challenge Committee ofthe New York 
Yacht Club in’ selecting her to defend the 
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fresh northwesterly winds.

forced upon her by the tactics of Capt. 
Barr of Columbia, and with more than a 
minute and a half lead, exclusive of the 
allowance which she had to give, she con- 
fronted the problem of gaining on the rear 
boat. Columbia at once began to foot fast- 
er, and at the first mark had made up 
twenty two seconds of the difference noted 
at the start. The yachts jibed around the 
first mark, and the second leg was a reach 
with the wind in pfecisely the same rela- 
tion to the racers, but on the opposite side. 
In the freshening breeze Columbia gained 
still more, and on this leg added thirty 
seconds to her victory. 

On the third leg, the beat to windward, 
Columbia entered upon her task with 
Shamrock on her weather beam. This po- 
sition the British yacht held through the 
first board, which the two made on the 
port tack. When they went about. Colum- 
bia had picked up something, and on the 
starboard tack she did some astonishing 
footing, actually running through Sham- 
rock’s lee and pulling out ahead of her, 
though holding a course some distance to 
leeward. The two then tacked and made @ 
long reach on the port tack toward the 
Long Island shore. n this tack Columbia 
outfooted Shamrock, eos to windward 
of her and going out so far ahead that 
when the two tacked again she had Sham- 
rock directly in her wake. Both yachts 
now stood for the finish with the wind a 
couple of points forward of the beam. They 
footed very fast and Columbia gained noth- 
ing on this board. Indeed, her gain was 
all made in two tacks, and her remarkable 
showing in the windward work was not the 
result of high pointing nearly_so much as 
of fast footing. In plain English, she 
sailed around Shamrock. 

There appears to be nothing more to do 
but sail the final race and end the matter.

when the committe boat anchored it was 


by no means a stiff breeze, but was quite 
good enough to insure a finish for the 
race. In other words, it was blowing at 
the rate of about eight knots an hour. 
The sea was beautiful to look at, and 
in perfect condition for an exhibition of 
speed between two racing machines. It 
was a rich and glorious blue, and its sur- 
face was just touched here and there 
with points of light, which showed that 
the wind was contesting its way with the 
advance of the last of the incoming tide. 

About the same time as the commit- 
tee boat anchored she displayed the inter- 
national code letter D, which meant that 
the race was to be over a triangular 
course of thirty miles, ten miles to each 
leg. ‘The two yachts had made sail on 


the way out, and now cast off their tugs. 
Botl were under mainsails, clubtopsails, 
jibs, and forestaysails, and presently they 
gent their jib topsails up in stops. At 
10:35 the committee boat hoisted the usual 
three sets of signals, showing what were 
the courses for the day. The hoists read 
D C F, east, one-half south; D F M, south- 
west, one-half south, and D G §, north 
northwest. The third leg was to be the 
windward leg, and if the wind held true, 
as it did, this would be dead to windward 
and nothing off. The first and second 
legs were set so as to be broad reaches, 

he preparatory signal was given at 
10:45. The exact conditions at this time 
were wind north northwest, freshening to 
a speed of ten knots; sea smooth; tide 


at the top of the flood. High water was 
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famous trophy of thé yachting world. The 
race was a perfectly gatisfactory test of 
the comparative merits of the contesting 
vessels. It was sailed‘in’ ideal conditions. 
The wind was brisk from the northwester- 
ly quarter. It was blowing at the rate of 
about ten knots an hour at the start and 
increased in power till it averaged fifteen 
knots on the second leg of the course, and 
at times ran up to eighteen in the puffs, 
which laid the yachts’ lee rails under. 
‘The sea Was as smooth as it was possible 
for any expanse of water to be in such cir- 
cumstances. The surface chop caused by 
the wind was lively, but it’ was: without 
depth and consequently could not be re- 
garded as a factor in the race. The swell 
from the southeast was almost impercepti- 
ble, as it had been flattened out by the 
rain of the preceding night and continued 
to diminish under yesterday's. off-shore 
wind, which blew directly against it. 
Neither yacht carried away anything in the 
struggle. Each systained her canvas well, 
Shamrock being. a little ‘the stiffer of the 
two. Both were admirably sailed, and 
there are no explanations to-offer on that 
ground. The work fn thesface was that of 
the yachts. 
RACE SAILED IN FINE TIME. 


The race was sailed in fine time. It took 
only three amd a quarter hours to cover 
the course of thirty miles, including the 
beat of ten miles to windward. The actual 
distance sailed was about thirty-four-tfifles, 
both yachts having overstood on their last 
tack in the windward work. The custom- 
ary allowance for extra distance in beating 
to windward is one-third, which would 
have made the distance sailed. on the last 
leg 13 1-3 miles, but at least two-thirds of 
a mile must be added to this for overstand- 
ing. The speed of the yachts on, the first 
two legs was about twelve knots an hour, 
and on the last leg a little’under ten. The 
time over the course was not the best ever 
made in a cup race. The record fs one of 
those made by the old schooner Columbia 
against Livonia, when Coluumbla did twenty 
miles to windward and réturn in 3 hours 
and 7 minutes. In the preséht season Co- 
lumbia has sailed one “triangular race 
against Independence in 2 h®urs and 52 
minutes. 

The course of yesterd#y'’s race took 
the yachts out to the eastward along the 
Long Island shore and some distance away 
from it. The wind was northwesterly, and

In the’ first race Columbia showed that 
she could outrun Shamrock, and in_ yes- 
terday’s race she demonstrated her ability 
to beat the challenger at reaching and 
beating to windward in first-class sailing 
conditions. The unknown elements in 
Shamrock were revealed. She was reputed 
to be a wonder at reaching, and she cer- 
tainly proved that she was no sluggard at 
this work. But Columbia is the fastest 
thing afloat at this part of the game, al- 
ways allowing Boston to claim that Inde- 
pendence is better. The first race seemed 
to show that Shamrock was a very dan- 
gerous yacht at windward work, but it is 
now plain that she is at her best at this 
sort of work in light winds. It has always 
been well known heré that the harder it 
blew the faster Columbia went, and it has 
been supposed that the same might prove 
to be the care with Shamrock. If it had 
so proved, the battle would again have 
been one of skippers, as it was in the first 
race. But the increase in Columbia's speed 
in. a smart breeze was much larger than 
that in Shamrock’s, and this was espe- 
cially the case with the windward work. 
And so Shamrock had to lower her'colors. 

It aay as well be said now that, barring 
accidents, the cup is safe. And with Co- 
lumbia in such. perfect shape, accidents do 
not seem at all likely. It is not easy to 
conceive of any conditions in which Sham- 
ro can win. In a strong breeze and a 
lu sea the two. yachts have not yet 
met, and it is unlikely,that they will. But 
in such weather Columbia is quite as clever 
as she is in smopth water. She likes a 
long sea as well as any yacht ever turned 
out in this country. Give her wind enough 
to drive her and she will always attend 
strictly to her business, which is to go 
through the water. 

The yachts will meet again to-day. Ac- 
cording to the eement made on Wednes- 
day night. The Regatta Committee imme- 
diately after the race asked the contest- 
ants Ye they wished to race again this 
morning, and both agreed to do so. By 
to-night, then, unless something beyond 
the prediction of mortal judgment hap- 
pens, the - will He put back into the safe 
till some other enthusiastic Briton comes 
over and tries to take it away. Sir Thom- 
as,Lipton has found it a very heavy lift 
but his plucky endeavor was cheered to 
the echo yesterday, and if he had won he 
would have been cheered even mort heart-

DETAILS OF THE RACE. 


Shamrock Was First to Cross the 
Starting Line, but Columbia Gained 


on Her from the Outset. 

The two racers left their anchorage inside 
the Hook at 9 o’clock sharp, and proceeded 
to the Sandy Hook Lightship under tow. 
The Regatta Committee’s boat Navigator 
arrived on time, and at 10:30 took .her 
position, about 300 yards north by east of 
the lightship. The wind at this time was 
freshening. It had been fair up in the 
harbor, and had lightened under the lee 
of the land in the lower bay. At the time

There was 
no favor for either in this, however. The 
tide outside the Hook fis not an important 
element in a race, except In working along 
either of the shores. Near the lightship 
one yacht gets about the same ent 
rom it 4 anether. to t 1 
en e prepara signal was set, 
both yachts were on the weather of the 
committee boat. Shamrock luffed up into 
the wind and hung there, while Columbia, 
running off, passed to leeward of her. It 
was now a question of what tactics the 
skippers would adopt. There was to be no 
exciting jockeying for the start, for it was 
not to be-a fight for the weather berth. 
The racers were to go away with the wind 
a little abaft their beams on a reach, ‘and 
most expert racing skippers, having to 
sail the ahewing best. would have chosen 
to send the other boat away first with 
the allowance as a present, e business 
of the allowing boat would then be simply 
to overhaul the other. The only question 
yesterday was whether Capt. Sycamore 
would do this or © first and take the 
chance of having Columbia cut into his 
weather, blanket, and pass him on the 
very first leg. It proved that he was not 
afraid to take the latter course, and this 
argued well for his confidence in the abil- 
ity of Shamrock to outfoot Columbia. 
Between the peegaresery and warning 
guns the two yachts occupied themselves 
with running off with sheets flat and haul- 
ing up or tacking, always circling about in 
the neighborho of the committee boat, 
Columbia keeping to windward. When the 
warning gun was fired both were just to 
leeward of the lightship, which was at the 
southerly end of the line. They now stood 
cross the front of the line, Shamrock hold- 
ing the leeward course, but ahead of Co- 
lumbla. At the windward end of the line 
Shamrock bore away, and Columbia fol- 
lowed in her wake. Shamrock luffed up 
and went on the starboard tack. Columbia 
did the same under her opponent’s lee. 
Both were now heading back toward the 
line outside of the Navigator. Columbia 
bore away first, and passed around the 
Navigator’s bow ahead of Shamrock. 


GAVE SHAMROCK THE LEAD. 


Shamrock now jibed, and, breaking out 
her jib topsail, a size larger than the one 
known as a baby, rushed aeross the line 
with her boom to starboard and her head- 
sails swelling round and taut as if they 
would burst. Instead of crossing the line 
after his opponent, Capt. Barr pushed Co- 


lumbia way .ép to windward and then 
tacked. And now, having let Shamrock get 
a lead of over a minute and a half, Colum- 
bia raced across the line, breaking out her 
jib topsaid, which was longer on the luff 
than that carried by Shamrock, as she

All that Capt. Barr 
had now to do 4vas to catch Shamrock and 
hold her and he would have a victory of 
2 minutes and 30 seconds, «As it proved in 
the end this was a very pagtty piece of ca 
culation. The actual victorvewas 2 minutes 
and 52 seconds, and the addition of the 
time allowance made it.3 minutes and 35 
seconds. Columbia did more than her sail- 
ing master asked of her. As soon as the 
yachts were fairly on their course “It was 
seen that Shamfock stood up better than 
Columbia. But this was only temporary. 
The wind was coming off the land in heavy 
puffs, and first one yacht would lie down 
and then the other. ‘ 

Columbia's steering was interesting in the 
first half of the first leg.. As each heavy, 
puff struck her she acted like a catboat 
and shot up into the wind in spite of the 
helm. But of course this was a matter 
which could easily be remedied. When 
Capt. Barr decided that the American yacht 
had eaten as far up into the wind as it was 
healthy for her to go, he slacked away his 
mainsheet a bit and eased her. After that 
she steered much better. Shamrock steered 
to perfection from the start. Her mainsail 
was flat, but it seemed to have no bad ef- 
fect on her, and she did not run up into the 
wind nearly as much as Columbia. 

Away out ahead of Columbia was her ten- 
der, the steamboat Park City, and it was 

lain that the defender of the cup was fol- 

oie her and not the Buccaneer. It must 
be remembered that the New York Yacht 
Club has eliminated the element of navi- 
ation from these cup contests. Skippers 
SS not have to hunt for marks now, but are 
provided with a guide boat which steams 
along the course a couple of miles ahead of 
the racers and shows them the way. But 
Columbia in addition to this has had her 
own private guide boat in the Park City, 
and vesterday, on the first leg of the 
course, at any rate, she followed this boat 
and not the official guide boat. The serv- 
ices of the latter were utilized by Sham- 
rock, 

It was 11:25 when Columbia eased. her 
mainsheet, or when the yachts were just 
half way to the first mark. As they drew 
near to the mark Columbia bore away 4a 
little, and Shamrock eased her mainsheet. 
To round the mark it was necessary for 
both yachts to gybe. Shamrock rushed 
down on the mark, which loomed clear and 
sharp against the bright blue sky, and she 
made as pretty a gybe as any sailorman 
could wish to see. Columbia was plainly 


close upon her heels. and she, too, went 
around the mark in the most skillful man- 
n 


er. 
The skippers were not taking any chances 
ot carrying away anything. and mainsheets 
were gathered in and turns caught around 
cleats as the booms went over. Sham- 
rock rounded the mark at 11:51:10 and Co- 
lumbia at 11:52:22 o'clock. This showed 
that the American yacht had gained 22 
seconds on the first leg of the course, and 
the hearts of her friends were accordingly 
encouraged. As Shamrock rounded in the 
lead the whistles of the excursion steam- 
ers were pulled wide open, and hoarse 
shrieks of congratulation swept across the 


field of dancing waters. 

As soon as the yachts had entered upon 
the second leg of the course Columbia 
slacked her jibtopsai] sheet, but made no 
change in her sails. The chailenger held 
everything as it was, for the wind was 
about the same on this leg as on the 
first, except that it’ was on the other 
side of the yachts. In rounding the mark 


Shamrock. having the leeward berth, was 
brought closer to it, and consequently shot 


further past it in jibing before she could 
be brought on the new course. Columbia, 
on the other hand, being to windward had 
her helm hard up, and was in the act of 
jibing over as she passed the mark, and 


thus she rounded up into the weather berth 
on the second leg. 
FIFTEEN-KNOT BREEZE. 

Sycamore kept Shamrock straight away 
on her course, but Barr sought for a high- 
er position by luffing Columbia still fur- 
ther out to the windward of Shamrock’s 
wake. The force of the wind had been 
increasing, and it now was about fifteen 
knots an hour, while the puffs were even 
speedier. The yachts lay down till their 
lee rails were in the sea, and the water was 
streaming along the decks. But so steady 
was the ocean under them that they rolled 
not the least bit, while their bows barely 
nodded to the light surface chop. But 
every slap of the wind waves under their 
bows sent clouds of smokelike spray across 


their decks, while they hurled acres of 
foam from under their advancing prows. 
Up to windward the littl waves were 
Standing up lean and sharp, and occa- 
sionally the wind cut off their slender 


tops, and sent them spinning to leeward 
in sheets of snowy spoondrift. Shamrock 
had to slack her jibtopsail sheet several 
times in the puffs to take the tremendous 
strain off her long pole;mast, but Colum- 
bia, after the first easing of this sheet, let 
it stand. 

As they neared the second mark the wind 


Was at the top of its force, and neither 
yacht could carry the jibtopsail quite to 
the turn. At 12:42 Shamrock took hers 


in, and half a minute later Barr seemed 
glad enough to follow suit. As the yachts 
neared the mark Columbia eased off to 
leeward so as to make a turn close to the 
mark. Shamrock rounded first at 12:45:57, 
Columbia following at 12:46:39. This showed 
that the defender had gained 30 seconds 
on the second leg:° Any gain at all madeé 
victory hers unless Shamrock could over- 
come it on the windward leg. To have 
made victory doubtful Columbia must have 
lost 43 seconds, the amount of her time 
allowance, in the first two legs. With a 
gain to her credit, she now looked a srfre 
winner. 

Rounding the mark, Shamrock hauled up 
on the starboard tack and headed off 
toward the New Jersey Shore, but Colum- 
bia, on rounding the mark, at once went 
about and stood out to sea on the port 
tack. Shamrock, therefore, immediately 
went about and followed her example. This 
placed Shamrock on Columbia's weather, 
about 300 yards to windward. And now 
began the last struggle, in which Columbia 
showed her greatest superiority over her 
rival. It did not require more than five 
minutes of observation to-show that Co- 
lumbia was footing faster than Shamrock. 
There were a few moments after Columbia 
had run abreast~of Shamrock and under 
her lee when the challenger held her own 
and even seemed to go the faster of the 
two, but this was not a lasting condition. 
Shamrock pulled herself out ahead, and 
Columbia at 1:06 went on the starboard 
tack. Shamrock tacked almost at the same 
instant.on Columbia's lee bow. On the new 
board Shamrock held the leeward berth, 
but was ahead. A minute after the tack 
Columbia caught a fine puff, which sent 
her up 50 yards or so, and now she began 
to hunt Shamrock in deadly earnest. Both 
yachts were lying down to their work in 
magnificent style, but Columbia's speed 
was the greater, 

At 1:10 it was seen from the press tug, 
which was lying directly abeam of the 
racers to leeward, that Columbia's bowsgprit 
overlapped the boom of Shamrock. he 
defender now made a tremendous burst 
of speed, and at 1:12 walked right through 
Shamrock’s lee, and in a few moments 
clear water showed between the end of her 
boom and the point of Shamrock’s bow- 
art. At 1:16 Columbia was fully 300 yards 
ahead, though still to leeward. Two min- 
arr 


utes later began to squeeze the de- 


fender to work her out across Shamrock’s 
bows.

In a few minutes 
she had the challenger a quarter of a 
mile dead under her lee, and there the gold 
boat stayed, | The race was over, and Co- 
lumbia could not lose unless she carried 
away her sopeets. 

This port tack proved to be a very long 
board for both. They held on till they were 
away to the northward of Seabright, which 
lay on the western rim of the sea picture 
some twélve miles away. It looked as if 
they were both bound for some Long Island 
port, but finally at 1:57:10 Shamrock led 
the way to the starboard tack. and Colum- 
bia followed in five se¢onds. It was plain 
now that both had overstood, and as they 
headed for the lightship they took the wina 
not more than two and a half ints for- 
ward of the beam. But the significant fact 
was that when Shamrock tacked she was 
directly astern of Colymbia as the latter 
came about, and the defender had a lead 
of a quarter of a mile on the same tack. 

From this tack to the end it was a pro- 
cession, with the defender in the van. 
Both luffed a little to windward of their 
course, but eased off as they neared the 
mark. Columbia approached the line at. 
railroad speed, and rushed across it at 
2:15:05, a glorious winner, amid the cheers 
of the spectators and the wild shrieks of 
a hundred whistles. Shamrock followed 1 
minute and@ 18 seconds later, a thoroughly 
- beaten boat.

The prospect of a stiff wind and a hard 
race attracted many thousands from the 
city to the scene of the contests off the 
Sandy Hook Lightship. The day was an 
ideal one throughout. The sea was just 
smooth enough to cause but little motion 
to the fleet of excursionists, while the hot 
rays of the sun were tempered by a partly 
overcast sky and a breeze that drove salt 
deep into cheeks till they burned with a 
bracing glow. 

The press tug Walter Luckenbach was 
the first boat to race down the Narrows 
toward the scene of the course. Long be- 
fore the tug was abreast of the Hook the 
two yachts, Columbia and Shamrock, couid 
be made out in the distance through the 
haze. It was then 9 o'clock. Both yachts 
were under tow, and, contrary to her cus- 
tom, the Shamrock made no effort to hoist 
her mainsail on the way to the starting 
line. It was evident that at last those 
aboard the bronze boat had all the wind 
they wanted, and that they thought it 
best not to raise the great sail until the 
yacht had neared the lightship. 

It wag about that time that the fleet of 
revenue cutters, headed by the committee 
boat Navigator and the gulde boat Buc- 
caneer, came into view, racing out of the 
harbor with smoke belching out of their 
funnels. Several schooners were passed 
under reefed mainsails, and the stanch 
pilot boat E. E. Barrett, with a huge figure 


8 on her mainsail, was made out in the 
distance under reefed mainsail and reduced 
foresails. 

At 10:01 o'clock the Luckenbach slaca- 
ened abreast of the lightship and awaited 
the coming of the other vessels, The Navi- 
gator came a few minutes later, and after 
a preliminary steam about the starting 
line came tq rest and rattled her anchor 
into the depth. The Buccaneer, acting as 
guide boat, came shortly afterward, and 
then the Gresham, flying code signals at 
her yard arms. ‘The other revenue cut- 
ters Sellowed closely, and behind them ap- 
pear he fleet of stenn yachts. 

The Scout, August Belmont’s little flying 
terpedo bdat yacht, was one of the first to 
altive on the scene. She cut through the 
seas at a tremendous clip, throwing the 
spray high over her decks. Her Captain was 
in yellow oilskins and a sou’wester, and _the 
women aboard® wore mackintoshes. Next 
appeared the white Nahma. 

One by one the big steamships arrived. 
The Grande Duchesse and the North Star 
and the Jefferson were crowded as usual, 
and it seemed as if the fizzle of Tuesday 





had not discouraged the enthusiasts in 
the least. The onmouth, the Chapin, 
the City of Lowell and the Shinnecock 


were similarly crowded, and when the face 
began there was an assemblage of ex- 
cursionists around the starting mark whith 
exceeded almost the yachts themselves. 

As the racers shot across the line there 
were engine room signals ‘full speed 
ahead,’ and from then on until,in the last 
leg, when the zigzag work of the tacking 
into a head wind’ began, the steamers 
plugged on behind, the fleet straining to 
keep up. Many of the smaller boats were 
unable to get speed enough to follow the 
yachts, and they cut across the corners of 
the triangle before the contestants had 


been under way more than half-an hour 
for it was soon apparent that the speed o 
the two ahead was a terrific one. Even 
the guide boat, the swift ocean tug Buc- 
caneer, seemed to be in danger of being 
overhauled. 

The wind piped merrily, and spray began 
to dash up the high bow of the Lucken- 


bach, Far off toward the horizon stoad the 
two yachts heeled over at a forbidding 
angle. It seemed to those who had seen 
yachting accidents before that every min- 
ute there must be a sudden bending of a 
mast, a cloud of white canvas swooping 
overboard into the sea, and a race of tugs 
to the scene to see if any one aboard the 
disabled yacht had been killed or hurt 
But the boats held together, and beyond a 
buckling of clubtopsail spars that could 
be made out through glasses, not a shred 
or line parted. 

As the boats crossed the finish line there 
was a din-of steam whistles and. sirens 
that sounded from all sides, for many of 


the steamers had been unable. to. r= 
where near’ the LER me. ie Colas 
bia at once downed her staysail and stood 
on her course, heading for the Horseshoe, 
while her tug, the Flint, puffed after her, 
trying to catch up, The Shamrock was 
greeted not less heartily, and as the ex- 
cursion boats passed her on her way to the 
Horseshoe there were cheers for the crew 
of the Britisher. 

Like the white yacht, the Shamrock took 
in her.staysail as she crossed the line, and 
then; while- under. full -way,. both -beats 
lowered their clubtopsails and made ready 
to be picked up by their tugs. 

Then began the race home of the ex- 
cursion fleet, and it was seen when tho 
boats were bunched that far fewer yachts 
than on any day since the races have be- 
gun had turned out. But the wind staid 
fresh, and long after the two racers had 
been lost sight of in the haze which sur- 
rounded the Horseshoe, the festive racing 
fever was rampant on every hand. 





PATROL ORDERS DISOBEYED. 


Course Crossed, but Racers Not Inter- 
fered With—The Niagara’s Escape. 
No change was made in the afrangement 

of the patrolling guardians, and the Co- 

lumbia and the Shamrock started on their 
race free from any interference whatsoever 
and with a perfectly clear course. They 


were not far on their way when the Gresh-: 


am began tooting warnings to several craft 


insistent on crowding. The 
Chapin, with the members of the New 
York ht Club aboard, was first to 
offend, and very slowly swung to port after 
long, loud, and repeated warnings. The bi 


steamship Deutschland, outward bound, 
seemed fo swerve considerably from her 
course to get a better view of the Sham- 


rock leading, but in no way interfered with 
the race. 

The Gresham si led the scout boats to 
come within hailing distance, and Com- 
mander Walker instructed them to warn 
all boats to get to leeward of the second 
mark. The contesting yachts were ap- 
proaching the first mark, and he might as 
well have ordered the accompanying fleet 
to turn home. One after another many 
forged ahead, crossing the bows of the 
Gresham in a race for position to leeward 
of thé first mark. The ester W. Chapin 
the Monmouth, Plymouth, Albertina, an 
Grande Duchesse were conspicuous in their 
heedlessness of the revenue cutter’s warn- 
ing. Following thelr example were the 
Gay Head, with the members and guests 
of the Atlantic Yacht Club, and Howard 
Gould's steam yacht Niagara, 4 

They hurried on, crossing the path the 
yachts must use, but far enough ahead to 
avoid giving the contending vessels their 
wash, and their disobedience of orders did 
not interfere with the race. Commander 
Walker, tn speaking of this afterward, said 
that, evidently, the yachts did not under- 
stand that there was a change due to the 
laying of the course, and that, as no ‘harm 
had been done, no official notices would be 
taken of the incident. ‘ 

Through the rest of the race the behavior 
of the yachts and excursion boats was all 
that those patrolling the course could de- 
sire. 

After the race there was a very close 
shave between the “reahamt Sad the Niag- 
ara. The Captain pf the latter evidently 
miscalculated the speed of the Government 
boat and attempt to cross her bows, 
coming s0 close that if the Gresham had 
not been checked. with full speed astern 
there would have been a collision,

LA GRANDE DUCHESSE DELAYED. 


Pump Joint Burst ~ and Captain 
Stopped to. Repair It,-Despite 


Passengers’ Protests. 

Just as La ‘Grande Duchesse, the big 
ocean steamer of the Plant Line, with 1,500 
people on board,.was turning homeward at 
2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a joint of 
her main feed pump, which furnishes water 
to her boilers,. burst. As a result of the 
accident, La Grande Duchesse was not able 
to reach her dock at Pier 34, North River, 
at the.foot-of Canal Street, until 8:15 last 
ota “¢ . ‘ 

The host of, tired pastengers, some of 
whom were merry and some in ugly moods, 
were met as they rushed down the gang- 
plank by\anxious friends who had heard 
all sorts of rumors as to the fate of the 
big steamship. Those on shore were quick-- 
ly reassured .by. phe information that no 
one on board had, been injured and that the 
four hours’ delay: was the worst result of 
the ae 

cond Engineer Alfred Smith explained 
-the mishap, and. said that two hours’ time 
was Gag ae in letting the boilers cool 
down so that the feed pump joint, whicn 
had burst, could be remade. He said that 
at no.time had the vessel been in the slight- 
est danger, and that.as soon as the repairs 
were effected La Grande Duchesse made 
her way homeward, under her own steam. 

E. B, Judd of, Buffalo was one.of the 
wrathful passengers,, He stated that a 
committee of those on board, headed by 
John J. Reid of Buffalo and A. K. Whit- 
aker of Brooklyn, had protested to Capt. 
Fred Turner because La Grande Duchesse 
lay at anchor off Sandy Hook for more 
than two hours, while repairs were being 
made in the engine room. The committee 
demanded that tugs be secured and the 
boat towed to New York. Capt. .Turner 
refused ta comply with this request, saying 
that the aecident was of too trifling char- 
acter to warrant securing assistafice in 
making the home trip. About twenty-five 
passengers who were dissatisfied were 
taken off at Sandy Hook at about 4 
o'clock by the tug James Kay, and brought 
to the Battery. Many of those on board La 
Grande Duchesse utilized the hours of .their 
confinement by celebrating Columbia's vic- 
tory at the bar and fn the restaurant. 

La Grande Duchesse to-morrow will be 
turned over to the Savannah Line, which 
has purchased her, and will carry no more 
excursionists to the yacht races. 


Steamship La Grande Duchesse Sold. 
The steamship La Grande Duchesse has 
been sold to the Ocean Steamship. Com- 
pany by the Plant Line. The Grande Duch- 
esse will be transferred to her new owners 


at the expiration of her charter for the cup 
races.

COLUMBIA’S RECORD RACE, 


YeSterday’s race establishes a record for 
the triangular course of the New York 
Yacht Club off Sandy Hook, the three 
sides of the course having been covered in 
3:12:35 by Columbia, the winner. The fact 


that it was a record performance places the 
successful defender of the America’s Cup 
two years ago in a class with her namesake 
of thirty years or when another, the first 
Columbia, estab ished a record, over the 
twenty miles to windward and return, or 
forty-mile course, that has stood to this 


day.

CHICAGO LAWYERS INDICTED. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3—Four men, three of

The men in- 
dicted were attorneys Alexander Sullivan, 
counsel for the Union Traction Company, 
successor to the West Chicago Street Rail- 
way Company, against which corporation 
the suits were originally brought; Edward 
Maher and Frederick St. John, and George 
P. Murray, chief of detectives for e 
Illinois Central Railway Company. Two of 
the indicted men, Sullivan and Maher, 
furnished bonds shortly after their indict- 
ments in the amount of $10,000 each. 

The indictments are said to have been 
made on the evidence of Lynch, who re- 
turned Tuesday, and, it is said, turned 
State’s evidence. 

Murray is at Springfield for his com- 
pany during the State Fair, and the Spring- 
tield police have been asked to arrest him. 
St. John had not been found at nightfall. 

Lynch was arrested in December, 1898, 
charged with offering a bribe to Juror 
Hawthorne, who was serving in a suit 
brought aqpinst the West Chicago Street 
Railwa ompany. Lynch offered the 
juror $100 to “‘hang’’ the jury, it was 
charged. A number of other indictments 

re found against the bailiff, the first 
on Jan. 3, 1890. On Jan. 11 Lynch disap- 
peared. Lynch's attorney was Mr. Maher, 
who asserts he knew nothing of the fugi- 
tive’S’ movements, and that he had urged 
the man to remain here and stand trial. It 
was reported in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing that the State’s Attorney's office made 
a protest against the indictment of Mr. 
Maher.

The Tammany leaders received a severe 
shock when Mr. Littleton began to tell how 
Tammany officials had: prevented the sad- 
dling on the city of the Ramapo water 
contract, Commissioner of Highways Keat- 
ing and Commisstoner of Water Supply Dal- 
ton shook .their heads dubtously when the 
speaker mentioned the Ramapv matter.

SENATOR SULLIVAN'S REMARKS.

**I did not have an opportunity, as the 
Commodore was always near about the 
conning tower, to observe his conduct dur- 
ing the battle, but {mmediately previous 
and after I did have an opportunity to do 
so. He always struck me as being just 
about as well péssessed as it was possible 
for anybody té be under the circum- 
stances,"’ ‘ 

Mr. Rayner then asked the witness 
whether on 7 2, 1898, he had observed 
smoke coming from Santiago harbor over 
Zoco Hill.. Capt: “Lemly objected, and 
Mr. Rayner said that his purpose was to 
prove that it was believed at that time 
that the Spaniards were preparing to with- 
draw. from the harbor, and that Commo- 
dore Schley had communicated the facts to 
the squadron. It was competent, he said, 
te prove the conduct of the Commodore 
under the department's precept. 

Capt. Lemley and Mr. Hanna contended 
that the certain effect-of such questions 
would be to open the gates for intermin- 
able inquiry, and that if one side should 
enter upon such questions, the other must 
also be allowed to do so. They did not 

ect, except for the reason of the time in- 
volved, Capt. Parker announced his will- 
ingness to “open the door wide.”’ He 
wanted the entire matter investigated, and 
would have the searchlight turned upon 
every individual, from the Commander in 
Chief to the lowest officer under him. Mr. 
Rayner was then permitted to ask his 
question, which he did in the following 
words: 

‘Was the smoke observed on July 2 by 
Commodore Schley communicated to the 
squadron?” 

“Smoke was observed rising in the 
harbor on July 2,”’ replied the witness, “ and 
my impression now is, and always has been 
since that night, that that information was 
conveyed to the Commander in Chief.’’ 

The witness was then requested to give 
a brief account of the part taken by the 
Brooklyn in the battle of July 3, which 
he did, repeating much ‘that he had said 
yesterday. .After stating the preliminaries, 
Lieut. Doyle related his observations of the 
battle in the folowing language: 


SIGNAL TO THE OREGON. 


“T fired the left gun first, and Halligan 
shértly afterward fired the right one. Then 
werbegan to load the guns again. It was 
ne@éssary then, after loading the guns a 
second time, to turn the turret directly 
ahead, as our ship was apparently eatting 
the enemy out by turning with a starboarc 
helm, Immediately after firing that left 
gun the second time, the order was t6 man 
the starboard battery. I got out of the 
turret through the roof, that being the 
most convenient way of getting out, and 
crossed over to the starboard turret. 

“As I was going in to the starboard 
turret, I had an opportunity to see the 
Spanish ships. They were then a litile on 
our starboard bow. As soon as. I had 
charge of the controller, which up to this 
time had been in charge of Mr. Woodward. 
I swung the turret around on to the star- 
board bow. In the meantime some of our 
forward guns had fired. The volume of 
smoke was so great that it must have come 
from one of the 8-incH guns of the forward 
turret, so I was entirely shut out from 
oon ipe enemy. 

": ile the guns were in this position 
Mr. Mason, our executive officer, passed 
down the starboard gangway, calling 
*Sharp on the starboard quarter.’ The in- 
terval of time from the time_the ns were 
on the starboard bow or starboard quarter, 
I think, must have been two minutes. I 
swung the guns around to the starboard 

uarter, and then we picked up the enemy. 

he range at which I fired, to the best of 
my memory, was about 1,400 yards, and 
from then on it was a constant fire, train- 
ing the guns until we finally got them on 
the starboard beam. 

“The range increased up to 2,000 yards, 
and during the run, after being parallel 
with the Spanish ships, the range varied 
from about 2,300 to 1,800. I think when the 
Viscaya went in shore the range was then 
about 1,800 yards. Just immediately before 
she turned in she made a sheer with her 
starboard helm, apparently coming toward 
us, and then immediately put helm around 
the other way and’ went inshore. From 
then on it was a chase after the Colon. At 
the time the Viscaya went ashore the 
Colon, by working up inside of the other 
Spanish ships, had secured a very long 
lead. I should say she was at least five 
or six miles, perhaps more, on our star- 
board bow, well inshore. The order was 
given to cease firing, and to come out of 
the turrets and take a ‘spell’ during the 
chase of the Colon. 

“ The Oregon during that chase, and while 
we were on the top of the turret, was di- 
rected to try her 13-inch guns on the chase, 
which she did, and the. shots fell short. In 
a little while they were tried again and 
came a little closer."’ 

Admiral Dewey—Directed by whom? 
“By Commodore Schley, Sir, by wigwag 
al, as IL remember it.”’ 

dmiral Dewey—You saw that signal? 

“‘ Yes, Sir;.I saw the signal being made.”’ 
i ai Benham—Did you read the sig- 
nal? 

“*T did not, but I understood what it was, 
and if’ I am not mistaken it was McCau- 
ley, an ensign we had on board, who made 
the signal himself, Shortly after this the 
forward turret and starboard turret of the 
Brooklyn were directed to load the guns 
with armor-piercing shells. The forward 
turret was directed to fire first two shots, 
which it did. The shots fell short. Then 
I was directed to fire, and I fired at a 
range, as I now recall, of 6,500 yards. 

“We tried both guns at that range. 
Those Shots fell short. - We loaded again in 
the starboard turret, and I increased the 
range to 600 yards and fired the right 

un.» It went a little to the right of the 
Colon’@s near as I could judge, but the 
range swas | Very good. -The Colon very 
shortly after that went ashore. We steamed 
up to her and proceeded to get out a cut- 
ter fer Capt. Cook to go over and receive 
her surrender.”” . 


THE WITNESS POSITIVE. 


Capt. Lemly began his cross-examination 
by asking the witness whether he was as 
sure of the position and actions of the 
Brooklyn as he had been of. the way the 


Brooklyn had been turned on the day of the 
Santiago battle. The witness replied that 
he was more certain. He repeated his state- 
ment made yesterday that he had made the 
entry in the log that the vessel had turned 
with a starboard helm .when, in fact, it had 
turned with a port helm. He said he had 
not consulted with any one except Com- 
mander Sharp before he changed the entry. 
» The questions were then asked by Mr. 
Hanna afid covered much the same ground 
gone over vorteraay y Capt, Lemly in the 
examination in chief. The witness again 
testified to the ‘circumstances that he had 
heard guns .fired upon approaching \‘icn- 
fuegos. He was sure that-there were s¢v- 
eral guns, although the log book which 
he had written for that day had a record 
of only two guns.. He admitted that in that 
respect the log did not represent the entire 
facts. -The witness also told of the Flying 
Squadron's reconnaissance of the harbor at 
Cienfuegos, but declared that -he had ob- 
served no earthworks on shore. there. 

The witness also said that while he had 
seen |the shore lights at night at Cienfuegos, 
he had hever suspected that they were sig- 
nals,’ We told. of seeing three norsemen on 
the shoré during the day time. ‘‘ We re- 
garded them -as Spanish cavaliry,”’ he said, 
“and they weré so brazen that some cne 
suggested that we should stir them up a 
bit, but we did not fite at-them.” 

In response to Mr. Hanna's’ questions, 
Lieut Doyle said. that upon approacning 
Santiago on the evening of May 28, the 
squadron lay-to for the night about seven 
miles off Santiago, but he thought thax: tne 
Marblehead and the Vixen had n placed 
on picket duty for the night. The log, how- 
ever, showed no. record of this latter fact. 
Mr. Hanna then cross-examined the wit- 
ness regarding his testimony bearing upon 
the battle off Santiago, asking him first as 
to the direction in which thé Spanish a 
were headed as they came out of the mouth 
of the hatbor. ‘ 

“They were coming right toward us,” 
the witness replied, ‘‘ in column of. vessel, 
almost _in line, a little on our starboard 
bow. They had not then begun to turm’’ 

“Were they firfng at you?” asked Mr. 
Hanna. : 

“ They were certainly firing in our direc- 
tion,” was the response. The witness said 
that after thet the firing was from both 
sides of the bows of the enemy’s vessels, 

“How sure,” asked Mr, nna, ‘do

“That is one of the things that. most 
firmly impressed itself on-my mind,”’ re- 
plied the witness. 

Lieut, Doyle said that he had made his 
observations of thé battle throug) the 
peephole from the sliding head, and again 
related how the enemy had been cut off 
from his vision by the smoke of-ore of the 
Brooklyn's big guns. The. cross-examina- 
tion upon these incidents was in. progres® 
when the court took its midday recess for 
luncheon. The afternoon session began 
with inguirtes concerning the wigwag sig- 
nal to the Oregon from the Brookl to 
fire her thirteen-inch gun. The witness 
said that he was sure that he had seen the 
signal made, but that he was unable to find 

the signal in the ship's log. 
Reading the log, he found a notation of 
several signals, and then a note saying 
that “other unimportant signals had been 
made,’ 

Mr. Hanna inquired whether the wit- 
ness thought the signal to the Oregon was 
included in that list. Lieut. Doyle replied 
that it might be—that he coyld not. say 
how the log writer had regarded the mat- 


ter. 
THE FAMOUS “LOOP” AGAIN. 


Testifying concerning the events of July 
3, Lieut. Doyle stated that at 9:30 A. M. of 
that date the Brooklyn had been 6,300 
yards from the Morro, 300 yards further 
out than the position assigned. He thought 
that the Brooklyn's first shot had. been 
fired four or five minutes after she began 
to move Into action, 

Mr, Hanna—You have spoken of the ap- 
pearance of smoke in the harbor and of the 
action taken by the Brooklyn with respect 
thereto. Was any entry. made in the log 
of the oecurence? 

“] find none. The only thing I find in 
relation to that.is an entry here about burn- 
ing blockhouses being visible on the high 
point to the westward.” 

“Do you think’ that relates to the ap- 
pearance of smoke?"’ F 

“No, that had nothing to do with it, be- 
cause. the blockhouses were away off to 
the westward,’ 

Capt. Lemly asked what efforts had 
been made by the La ba | Squadron to dis- 
cover the whereabouts of the Spanish fleet 
while the squadron lay off Cienfuegos, be- 
fore the arrival of Capt. McCalla. The 
witness replied that there had been no ef- 
fort, except’ in making gy tee of the 
Captain of the British vessel Adula. Capt. 
Lemly then asked a number of questions. 
The first of these called for an explana- 
tion of what the witness meant yester- 
day when he said he.thought that just af- 
ter the beginning of the battle of July 
% there was a prospect for a ‘ mélée.”’ 

“T thought,” responded the witness, 
‘that the ships were coming right toward 
us. I thought they would get into us, 
and I thought we would have a mixup, 
as they were only about 1,400 yards dis- 
tant.”" 

Judge Advocate—Do you mean that the 
course of the Brooklyn took her across 
the Spanish line, and that she necessarily 
rt so as to make a turn to avoid 
that? 

“That is what I mean.” 

‘‘What orders were given by signal from 
the Brooklyn to the fleet during the action 
of July 3?” 

“TI do not know, except what I have al- 
ready testified to about the wigwag.” 

“You have stated that while you were 
on top of the starboard turret it looked 
very much as though there was going to 
be a general mélée or mixup with the 
Spanish ships. I-.want you to give, as 
nearly as possible, the relative positions 
of the vessels, Spanish and American, to 
the Brooklyn at the time you refer to.” 

“At the time I referred to the Spanish 
ships were in column, standing right 
toward us, and about a point on our star- 
beard bow.”’ 

By the Court—What direction, did the 
Spanish ships take immediately after clear- 
ing the entrance to the harbor? 

“The direction must have been south- 
west. They steamed right toward us; that 
is, when I first saw them they were on our 
starboard bow." : 

By the Court—Was there a squadron night 
order book on board of the Brooklyn? 

‘“*T did not see any. No, I know there 
was not. I did not see any. There was a 
Captain's night order book.” 

By the Court—How did Lieut. Com- 
mander Sharp convince you that the entry 
you_made in the log of the Brooklyn re- 
garding the helm of the Brooklyn while 
turning was wrong? 


SAW NO SIGNALS, 


“We engaged in discussion at the lunch- 
eon table, my impression being at that time 
that we turned with starboard helm. During 
this discussion it occurred to me the way 
I picked up the ships on the starboard 
quarter did not quite fit in with the turn- 
ing with the starboard helm. It might 
have done so, but it did not seem likely, and 


Sharp, being an observer, and being away 
from where I was, in the sense that he had 
better observation of what we did, I con- 
cluded he was perfectly right. I reasoned 
out in my own mind that if we turned with 
starboard helm we unquestionably would 
have picked up the Spanish ships on our 
starboard beam, and not on our starboard 
quarter.” 

Lieut. Doyle was then excused, and Lieut. 
Commander Clifford J. Boush, who had 
made for the court the large charts of the 
positions of the vessels of the American 
squadron while off Santiago, was called to 
identify those charts and to state the date 
upon which they were prepared: Command- 
er Boush also gave information concerning 
the phases of the moon during the Santiago 
campaign as taken from the American 
Ephemeris, 

Capt. William C. Dawson of the United 
States Marine Corps was the next witness. 
He was the signal officer on board the 
battleship Indiana during the battle off 
Santiago, and said he had noticed the 
Brooklyn when that vessel turned to the 
southward. He had supposed the ship was 
injured and had gone out of action. He 
a she went 2,000 yards or more to the 

Capt. Dawson said that during the battle 
he had had a place on the flying bridge 
beside Capt. Taylor, and had been able to 
see well. The Indiana had, he said, occu- 


pied a position at the eastern extremity of | 


the arc of the blockading circle, while the 
Brooklyn had been at the west end of the 
line. ‘‘ The Indiana,” he said, ‘ was heading 
approximately north, and the Brooklyn 
northerly and easterly. The Texas was 
first east of the Brooklyn and was heading 
in the same general direction as that ves- 
sel. I had a clear view of all the vessels 
up to the time the Indiana was directed 
to return, during the chase of the Calon.” 

In reply toa Cea from Capt. Lemly, 
the witness said at this point that he had 
seen no signals from the Brooklyn, dlrec- 
tory of the movements of the fleet during 
the battle. Continuing his narrative, ne 
sald: 

“At the beginning, all the ships turned 
in toward the Spanish fleet, which was 
emerging from the harbor. The Spanish 
vessels came out in a southwesterly direc- 
tion and ported <helm, continuing to the 
westward, practically parallel to the coast 
line. Our ships then not. having as great 
speed as the enemy’s, began to fall bel:ind, 
sO that the Indiana, Oregon, Iowa, and 
Texas, starboarded helm and made all the 
speed they could in a paralle) course with 
the Spanish, squadron. 

‘*T did not see the exact movement of the 
Brooklyn. The. tirst 1 noticed her was 
twenty or twenty-five minutes after the 
action. began, when I turned my cyes to 
the westward and saw the Brooklyn stand- 
ing apparently due southward, directly at 
— angles to the course we and the 
other American ships were steering. This 
struck me :o forcibly because the other 
ships were in column and steaming west- 
werd. The Brocklyn was in close proximity 
to ‘seyeral others of our ships. They ap- 
pearéd bunched, but the Brooklyn was 
steaming -southward, and firing with her 
stern guns. while some of the others, I 
couldn't distinguish which, were close to

DURING THE CHASE.

Their duties 
do not cease when the court adjourns in 
the afternoon, but they extend far into the 
night and often they are found at their 
labors before the breakfast hour -next 
morning. The trial presents new points

to all of them, and its various turns bring: 
to light fresh complications which have’ 


the effect of rendering it more trying than 
an ordinary case would be. 

But while all agree that it would be de- 
sirable to have the case terminated at an 
early day, they also agree that there is 
little prospect in that direction. Judge Ad- 
voeate Lemly probably will not call more 
than six or eight witnesses, but Mr. Ray- 
ner has almost..forty names on his list.

~COL. HEISTAND TESTIFIES. 


Tells of His Connection with Manila 
Rope Company—Relations with War 
Department Officials. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Lieut. Col. H. O. 
S. Heistand took the stand to-day in the 
Investigation before the 
tee on Military Affairs. He detailed his 
acquaintance with Hawkes and explained 
how he began negotiations with him as to 
the hemp company.

e met Hawkes at a hotel. Hawkes told 
him he had made an appointment with 
Flint, Eddy & Co., and witness told 
Hawkes that he would attend if he had 
time, adding, ‘“‘ with a mental reservation.’

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DEMONSTRATIONS IN CUBA. 


Petitions for Tariff Revision — Public 
Holiday Observed—Thousands Par- 
ticipate—Strong Annexation 


Sentiment Growing. 

HAVANA, Oct. 3.—A very lage delega- 
tion of “Havana business men waited upon 
Gen. Wood at the palace this afternoon, 
and,presented to him a petition for the 
reduction of duties on Cuban products on 
lines of reciprocity. It is estimated that 
between ten and fifteen thousand persons 
took part in the demonstration, 

Similar demonstrations occurred in many 
other parts of the island. A general holi- 
day was. observed, and telegrams from 
every municipality supporting the plea of 
the Havan@ merchants were sent to Wash- 


ington. 
The annexation sentiment was strongly 


in evidence in the demonstration here. A 
letter signed by numerous bankers indorsed 


h overnment of intervention, compli- 
seamton Gen. Wood, and asked the United 
States to make Cuba's cause its cause. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, ‘Oct. 3.—Upward 
of 8000 men, representing every element 
in Santiago, responded this morning to a 
call issued by the Chamber of Commerce 
inviting them to participate in a demon- 
stration organized to present to the Mili- 
tary Government a memorial ul ging a re- 
duction of American duties on Cuban sugar 
and tobacco. 

All business was suspended during the 
demonstration, which was the largest ever 
seen in the city. Lieut. Henry C. White- 
head, Tenth United States Cavalry, who is 
temporarily representing the commander of 
the district, wired the memorial to Gov- 
ernor General Wood in Havana, Sefior 
Marcane, a leading lawyer, addressed an 
immense crowd on the plaza, explaining 
the memorial. He asserted that several 
sugar planters would be unable to grind 


next year and pay the present wages un-, 


less the American duties were reduced. 

The people are coming to understand that 
industrial conditions here depend upon 
Cuba's relations with the United States, 
and the opinion was generally expressed 
to-day that the demonstration was but the 
first expression of a sentiment whith would 
soon. result in the formation of a strong an- 
nexation party.

Secretary Root Allots $100,000 for Im- 
provements at Washington Barracks 
—Troops to be Transferred. 
WASHINGTON, 


for the purpose of preparing the military 
post at Washington Barracks for the use 
and occupation of the Army War College, 
the School of National Defense, and 
Engineer School of Application. 

The War College and School of National 
Defense are entirely new institutions, and 
will be organized under plans prepared 
under the special supervision of Secretary 
Root, who considers such institutions as 
essential parts of a properly equipped mili- 
tary establishment under modern condi- 
tions. The Engineer School is now at Wil- 
lets Point, New York, and will be for- 
mally installed at the Washington bar- 
racks the latter part of next week. It is 
at that school that honor graduates o1 the 
Military Academy receive their final mili- 
tary instruction. 

The battalion of engineers, consisting of 
three companies, now stationed at Willets 
Point, also will be transferred to Wash- 
ington Barracks. It is expected that these 
troops will begin the movement from their 
yecsent station on the 10th inst. 

Classes in the proposed War College and 
School of National Defense will be com- 
posed of honor graduates of the existing 
infantry, cavalry, and artillery schools at 
Fort Leavenworth and Fort Monroe, re- 
spectively. The $100,000 allotment is to be 
devoted to the improvement of the grounds 
and the erection of a few necessary build- 
ings. 
It is the intention of the Secretary of War 
to make Washington Barracks a model 
military post, so that it shall be not only 
the finest of its kind in this country, but 
the finest in the world.

ser LOW, PAST AND PRESENT. 


Mr. Low has from his earliest man- 
hood been deeply interested in public af- 
fairs and active in connection with them. 
His first experience as the President of 
the Young Republican ‘Club in Brooklyn 
was also the first manifestation of his 
aims and methods. He was a Repub- 
lican by inheritance and by preference 
at a time when the purposes and gen- 
eral tendencies of the Republican Party 
were deeply influenced by the issues of 
the civil war, but when also it was de- 
moralized by its possession of almost un- 
disputed power, and by the greed bred 
of a period of tremendous expenditures, 
inflated currency, and mad speculation. 
The Young Republican Club was organ- 
ized to support the party and to cleanse 
and restrain it as well. When Mr. Low 
became the candidate for Mayor of 
Brooklyn, he represented the spirit of 
the club and of the class from which it 
sprang, in behalf of honest administra- 
tion, unpolluted and unperverted by par- 
tisan selfishness. Before that time the 
City Government, even under the best 
chiefs, had been regarded as a part of 
the spoils to which the victors were en- 
titled. For the first time in the history 
of New York politics the City Govern- 
ment was treated as a business trust, to 
be managed in the sole interest of the 
people and of all the people of the city, 
with no advantage or seeking for ad- 
vantage for any party or faction. The 
standard professed by Mr. Low was 
faithfully and intelligently maintained. 
Considerations of party were simply ig- 
nored, and the various departments were 
intrusted to men of different parties, 
having only, character and competency 
in common. 

The administration of Mr. Low fixed 
at once the plain limits of his partisan- 
ship. The line was drawn where the 
party ceased to be the instrumentality 
for the advancement of the public wel- 
fare, and where the public welfare de- 
manded the exclusion of party interests. 
We think it may be said with perfect 
accuracy that in the course of his two 
terms as Mayor of Brooklyn Mr. Low 
never allowed that line to be passed. 
From a somewhat intimate knowledge 
of his course and the motives that guid- 
ed it, we are convinced that in not a 
single instance did he do or fail to do 
anything from consideration of party. 
He remained a Republican, and a very 
sincere and convinced Republican, in 
National and in State politics, but in the 
discharge of his duties as Mayor he was 
always the representative and guardian 
of the interests of the entire city, and 
in that capacity he constantly opposed 
and defeated schemes presented by the 
party leaders for party purposes. His 
task was an extremely difficult and per- 
plexing one, for he had not, as he now 
would have, a strong and well-informed 
public opinion to sustain him. The prin- 
ciple he had adopted was a novel one, 
and even his own supporters had but a 
dim idea of its import until they learned 
to understand and respect it from his 
own demonstration of the value and ef- 
fect of it when honestly and efficiently 
applied. When he retired from the of- 
fice of Mayor a new conception of mu- 
nicipal administration had been planted 
in the public mind. A new conception, 
also, of party fealty had been taught 
and enforced. 

Ten years after the close of his serv- 
ice as. Mayor of’ Brooklyn, Mr. Low be- 
came the candidate of the Citizens’ 
Union for Mayor of the consolidated 


cities. He stood precisely where he had 


stood before, with the same principles, 
the same aims, the same methods, He 
had nothing to retract and nothing to ex- 
plain. What he intended to do if elected 
was what he had done when in office. 
The sentiment he appealed to was the 
sentiment by which his career had been 
inspired and guided. His loyalty to his 
party was unshaken and was limited ex- 
‘actly as it had been limited. It kept him 
true to his party in the field in which 
“is party could honorably claim his alle- 
@iance. It left him free in the field 
‘where party had no claims. The fight 
he. then made was without parallel in 
< pe 
Be 
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the history of our politics. It was a 
fight, not against Tammany alone, or 
the false principles of Tammany, but 
against his own party and the hot and 
blind partisanship that his party has al- 
ways been able to inspire. As against 
Tammany, unfortunately, he did not 
win. As against partisanship in munici- 
pal affairs he won a most brilliant vic- 
tory. To-day his party comes to him as 
the minority element in the opposition 
to Tammany, accepting without reserve 
his principles and pledging itself to the 
support of his avowed aims. It has sur- 
Pendered—honorably and magnanimous- 
ly, but it has in fact and completely sur- 
rendered—to the Citizens’ Union, and 
the candidate it accepts, the policy it in- 
dorses, are those of the union. 

Again Mr. Low has nothing to 
tract, nothing to change, nothing to 
explain. Again he stands where he 
has always stood. Again his party 
fealty is limited in precisely the: 
same -way, and his of 
duty tet a Mayor is entirely inde- 
pendent of it. Rather it is entirely con- 
sistent with it, and every one knows ex- 
actly where party fealty will cease. 
Again he represents the idea and the 
ideal of a city administration for the 
sole interest of the people of the city, 
and all its people. It is a happy situa- 
tion for him, and one of which he has 
reason to be proud. It is a happy situa- 
tion for the city that such a citizen is 
within its choice for the office of Mayor. 
Among all its public men no one could 
give such guarantees as Mr. Low—in 
his character, in his experience, in his 
convincing and unvarying record—that, 
as Mayor, he would and could serve it so 
well, Others there are of equal ability 
and honesty; there is none other to 
whom so searching a test has been ap- 
plied and who has so completely stood 
the test.

THE YACHT RACE. 


It would be a very sanguine person, 
as sanguine as our excellent and sports- 
manlike guest, Sir THomas Lipton him- 
self, who could entertain much hope, 
after yesterday’s race, that the Sham- 
rock II. was the “ fatal bark” that was 
destined at last to “lift’’ the America’s 
Cup, and restore what a British journal 
has described as the ugliest achievement 
of the British silversmith to its native 
shores. 

Columbia has now two races to her 
credit, and only one to get, while to win 
Shamrock must win three straight. It 
is needless to say that her showing thus 
far does not encourage that expectation. 
But, after all, that is not precisely the 
point. The point is that, in the exact 
conditions for which the owner of Sham- 
rock has been wishing she has had a 
chance, the’ fairness of which will not be 
disputed by any witness of the race, to 
show what she could do with Colum- 
bia. The breeze, varying somewhat in 
strength, was brisk throughout, and per- 
fectly true. The sea was smooth. This 
is what we have all along been told was 
Shamrock’s weather. Yet in this weath- 
er she was not only beaten, but beaten 
on every point of sailing that the race 
included. It included every point ex- 
cepting a dead run, upon which, in 
lighter breezes, Columbia had already 
shown her superiority. It is not easy to 
see in what conditions Shamrock can 
now be expected to show superiority. 
The one “record” she has thus far is 
in beating the defender fifteen miles to 
windward in a light breeze. But this 
lead, overcome on the run, is probably 
attributed, by every expert who saw it 
made, to an advantage at the start, 
which, if Columbia had secured it, she 
would probably have been able equally 
to hold. Honors were really even on 
that occasion, and have been with the 
defender on every other. 

Three minutes and a half does no 
seem a great difference in thirty-odd 
miles of sailing. But in fact, so like are 
the boats, and to such a nicety has the 
designing of cup racers been carried, 
that it is a perfectly safe margin. No 
magnanimous American would have 
liked to see it much wider. This is the 
second try of Sir THomas Lipton for 
the cup, and the fourth of Mr.,. WaTson. 
They have the satisfaction of knowing 
that, even if they are beaten “ three 
straight,” as now looks likely, they have 
come much closer to the coveted cup 
than either of them has come before, 
and much closer than any other de- 
signer and any other owner ever came 
before. Indeed, there is enough encour- 
agement to induce some British owner, 
Sir Tuomas for American choice, to build 
another and try again. If we cannot im- 
prove upon Columbia, as it seems we 
could not do this time, then the British 
yacht which beat Shamrock II. would 
have an excellent chance for the prize. 
But then, perhaps, by that time we 
could beat Columbia ourselves. 


MR. HEWITT’S MEDAL. 


We do not recall precisely any such 
recognition of civic services on the part 
of this municipality as that which has 
been bestowed by the Chamber of: Com- 
merce upon Mr. Hewitr. But neither 
do we remember any civic service, at 
least in our time, which can fairly be 
Mkened to that of the honored guest of 
this occasion. The work is as little prec- 
edented as the recognition. 

And what a work it has been. The 
specific occasion of the presentation is 
the services of Mr. Hewitt to the cause 
of rapid transit. These have been very, 
eminent. As he himself reminded us, in 


his speech yesterday, he stood almost or | 


quite alone in maintaining that the sup- 
ply of real rapid transit for Manhattan 
was a work too large and too long, and 
surrounded with too many complica- 
tions, to be wisely or safely intrusted to 
private enterprise; that it was a work 
for the public itself in its municipal ca- 
pacity. But it was only after experi- 
ment had induced despair of the sup- 
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the? 


ply of the public need by private pro- 


vision that Mr. Hewirr’s fellow-citi- 
zens came around to his way of think- 
ing, and that the authority for a mu- 
nicipal construction was obtained. Up 
to this time we have eyery reason to ex- 
pect success, It is certain that the pre- 
cautions taken against public scandal 
have thus far proved efficient. There 
has been no such scandal at any stage 
of the work. Up to this point the wis- 
dom of Mr. HEwirt, as well as the fidel- 
ity and skill of the men who have rep- 
resented the public interest in the Rapid 
Transit Commission, has been vindi- 
cated. 

But, after all, the medal would mean 
much less than it does if it signified 
merely recognition of Mr. HEwITT’s 
share in the satisfaction of one mu- 
nicipal need, however important and ur- 
gent. During the years, now almost 
four score, that Mr. HewirTr has passed 
in New York, since and even before he 
fame to legal years of discretion, there 
has been no project for the good of the 
city, for the physical, mental, or moral 
betterment of the conditions of life in 
New York, which has not enlisted his 
hearty, unselfish, and active support. He 
has had time, in spite of the engagements 
of an exacting and profitable business, to 
be a public man in the best sense of the 
term, to become a philanthropist and a 
philosopher, and to give his time and 
thought, as well as his money, to all 
good causes. If all our rich men were as 
ABRAM S. HEwirt, the envy of the poor 
for the rich would be unknown in New 
York. 

And he has never, up to his present 
age, lost hope. Even in the speech he 
made yesterday he expressd confidence 
that the municipal condition of New 
York would be such, when the material 
of the road reverted to the city, that no 
jealousy nor fear need be entertained of 
municipal operation. An aged optimist, 
as he is one of the rarest, so is he one 
of the most encouraging and inspiring 
of men. The of Commerce 
does well, in honoring Mr. Hewirt, 
express the sentiment toward him of all 
the well-meaning and well-doing men 
and women of New York.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Several problems of considerable deli- 
cacy have been presented by the recovery, 
a few days ago, of 10,000 sovereigns from 
an English sloop that has been lying since 
1777 at the bottom of East Bay, Lake 
Champlain. The treasure was sent from 
Quebec for use in paying BURGOYNE’S 
troops, and the vessel was scuttled by its 
Captain, one JOHNSON, when he was at- 
tacked by a superior force of Yankee sol- 
diers in retreat after the reverse at Hub- 
bardton. There was afterward some sus- 
picion that Capt. JoHNSON removed and ap- 
propriated the treasure before he sank the 
sloop, but his honesty is at last vindicated. 
With the course of the years the sloop was 
covered deep with silt brought down by a 
neighboring river, but this Spring unusu- 
ally high water washed much of the de- 
posit away and left a portion of the wreck 
exposed. Mr. GEORGE B. WEsT, a civil en- 
gineer, turned the course of the stream, did 
a little work with. pick and shovel, and then 
with a charge of dynamite broke open the 
old hull. In the cabin he found a few mus- 
kets and an iron chest, and in the latter 
were the sovereigns, quite unharmed by 
their long submersion. They are now in 
bank at Fair Haven, claimed as treasure 
trove by the State of Vermont. Prof. S. M. 
MACVANE of Harvard has madé the some- 
what painful suggestion that perhaps the 
British Government can establish an equity, 
if not a right, in the gold, and that, as its 
origin is known, Vermont may be moved to 
make some sort of restitution. Naturally 
enough, this idea has not been received 
with enthusiasm in Vermont. Why, indeed, 
should it be? The title to property passes 
very easily in time of war, and if the 
Americans who forced the sinking of the 
sloop had been able to fish up its precious 
contents, they certainly would have taken 
possession of them without any compunc- 
tions. New York State has quite as good a 
claim to the gold as Great Britain has, for 
it was not until years after 1777 that Ver- 
mont’s ownership of the region where the 
treasure lay was admitted by this State, 
and during that period we had a sort of 
proprietary interest in the gold, 


—We are always learning queer things 
about Boston and the Bostonians, and the 
latest of these revelations is also the 
queerest. It appears in The Boston Tran- 
script, which had occasion to tell about a 
visit paid this week by Senator HANNA to 
Gov. CRANE. The conference between the 
two occupied some twenty minutes, and 
no inkling of its subject is given, but after 
it was over the Governer introduced his 
guest to the members of his Council and 
then to such of the State House reporters 
as happened to be present. In talking to 
the latter, according to The Transcript, 
“Senator HANNA said he was glad to give 
the reporters a chance to see that he did 
not look exactly like the pictures of him 
that have been published in certain New 
York papers. He seemed much relieved 
on being told that they were not allowed 
to read the papers mentioned.”’ We sus- 
pect that the Senator was much more 
amazed than relieved by the receipt of the 
information contained in the last line 
quoted. He has had a good deal of inter- 
course with reporters in many parts of the 
country, but it may confidently be as- 
serted that never before had he _ ever 
imagined the possibility of drawing a line 
between what they should and ‘what they 
should not read. If Boston reporters not 
only ask but heed advice as to the news- 
papers they can with propriety peruse their 
dissimilarity from reporters elsewhere is 
most remarkable—vastly more remarkable, 
all things taken into account, than is the 
difference betwéen ordinary Bostonians 
and the ordinary inhabitant of other 
places, and that is by no means slight. 
Yet The Transcript makes its disclosure 
without any apparent realization of the 
excitement it is calculated to produce. In 
another paper we would be on our guard 
against a joke, but The Transcript never 
jokes, and it must be therefore that the 
Boston reporters refrain from reading, or 
even looking at, papers distasteful to their 
employers. For some purposes such re- 
porters might be very useful, but the 
species is, and always will be, we are sure, 
confined to that one part-of Massachusetts 
Bay. K

—At last, after a delay long enough to 
excite high and hopeful expectations— 
among marines, the New York Central's 
plan for the improvement of the Park Ave- 
nue tunnel has been revealed to an anxious 
public. The intention is, it seems, to take 
down the upper part of the walls now sep- 
arating the side tracks from the two in the 
centre, and to put steel columns in place 
of them—for a distance of ten blocks at the 
southern end of the tunnel! That is certain- 
ly a great and noble scheme. It will, in- 
deed, leave the worst part of the tunnel— 
all of it where the annoyance of the passen- 
gers is turned into real suffering and dan- 
ger to life—exactly as it is now, and as 
it has been for so many years; it will, in- 
deed, do nothing for the rest of the tunnel 
except to make a slightly more equitable 
distribution of the noxious gases and dead- 
ly heat between the trains on all four 
tracks; but, those little imperfections apart, 
and particularly if viewed from the stand- 
point of the railway officials, it is, as we 
have said, great and noble. For one thing, 
its execution will cost hardly anything, and 
for another, it will—well, it will cost hardly 
anything. Really, there is no use in going 
beyond that, though, of course, one might 
say that any show of remedial activity is so 
unexpected by the traveling public that 
only the most hopelessly besotted of com- 
muters will note that the activity is care- 
fully restrained within the limits of a wise 
economy. For the benefit of those besotted 
ones there is generously provided vague 
hints about an “ ultimate ’’ substitution of 
electricity for steam, and if they are not 
content with that the officials of the road 
will at least have the consoling conscious- 
ness of having made a kindly effort to 
please them. Meanwhile, the arguments in 
favor of the Port Chester line, we notice, 
are still going on. Strange that they did 
not at once cease when the plan for tunnel 
improvement was announced! What do peo- 
ple think that announcement was made for, 
anyway?

EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 
VOTES ON CONSTITUTION. 


Seven Articles of Revised Document 
Adopted—Greetings Sent to the 
Rev. Dr. Dix. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—In connection 
with the second day’s session of the trien- 
nial convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Chureh of America to-day, a thanksgiving 
service was held in Grace Church at which 
the missionary offering of the Women’s 
Auxiliary, amounting to $104,295, was pre- 

sented. 

The sessions of the convention were de- 
voted entirely to business. After the an- 
nouncement of the standing committee, a 
discussion of the proposed amendments to 
the constitution was begun and continued 
with much earnestness until evening. The 
result of the day’s work was the adoption 
of the first seven articles, which were pro- 
posed in the general convention of 1898. 

The session was preceded by morning 
prayers, conducted by Bishop Potter of New 
York, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Olmstead of 
Massachusetts. The delegates to the House 
of Deputies were late in assembling. After 
the journal of yesterday’s proceedings was 
read, Secretary Hutchins moved the list 
of standing committees. 

A resolution extending greetings to the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix was adopted. The 
appointments of Assistant Secretaries were 
confirmed, and several memorials contain- 
ing personal tributes presented. 

Several resolutions were introduced and 
referred to the Committee on the Prayer 
Book. They were in reference to a change 
in the title page of the prayer book sug- 
gested by the Rev. R. E. Taylor, moving 
the insertion of the words “ Holy Catholic 
Church” for the words “ Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America,”’ 

It was resolved to draw up resolutions 
on the death of the late President McKin- 
ley, which shall be finally adopted by a 
rising vote. 

In accordance with the Rev. Dr. Hunt- 
ington’s resolution of yesterday the amen4@- 
ments to the constitution were then taken 
up. The first resolution covering the title 
by vote of dioceses was unanimously adopt- 
ed. Dr. Egar of Central New York moved 
the adoption of the resolution covering the 
adoption of Article L., consisting of ‘six 
sections, and addressed to the House. After 
a long discussion Article I. was adopted 
by the following vote: Clerical, in favor 
of, 31; dioceses opposed, 20; divided, S; 
lay delegates in favor, 33; opposed, 19; 
divided, 1. 

Dr. Egar then moved the adoption of 
Article II., containing four sections, It 
provides for the manner of electing dio- 
cesan and missionary bishops, requires a 
priest to have attained the age of thirty- 
five years before consecration, and regu- 
lates the exercise of the. episcopal office 
by Bishops, practically as in the old con- 
stitution. There was no discussion, and 
the vote was immediately taken, resulting 
in nearly a unanimous vote of both orders 
in favor of its adoption. 

Dr. Egar then moved the adoption of 
Article III., providing that Bishops may 
be consecrated for foreign lands upon due 
application therefrom with the approba- 
tion of a majority of the Bishops of the 
Church. Adopted. 

Article IV., providing for standing com- 
mittees in dioceses and for their duties and 
powers not heretofore provided a place in 
the Constitution of the General Church, 
was adopted. 

Article V., providing for the erection of 
new dioceses from missionary jurisdictions 
by the division of the executive dioceses and 
by the junction of two or more dioceses was 
taken up. The principal change is in giving 
greater facility in the formation of dioceses 
from missionary jurisdictions. The further 
consideration of this article was postponed 
until next Tuesday, because its adoption 
now might work a hardship on one or two 
new dioceses which are to ask for admis- 
sion to union with the convention at this 
session. 

Article VI., providing for the-establish- 
ment of missionary districts, simply makes 
constitutional law what before had been 
only canon law. It was adopted by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Dr. Egar then moved the adoption of Arti- 
cle VII., which provides for the organiza- 
tion of provinces in such manner and under 
such conditions and with such powers as 
shall be provided by canons of the General 
Council, provided, however, that no diocese 
shall be included in a province without its 
consent. 

There was no discussion of this departure, 
and the vote was immediately taken, the 
clerical vote in fifty-five dioceses being 52 
ayes and 3 noes. f the lay delegates, 41 
dioceses voted aye, 3 no, and 3 were divided. 

A message from the House of Bishops 
was received, announcing that the report 
providing for marginal readings in the Old 
and New Testaments be allowed to be 
used by ministers of this Church in read- 
ing lessons from Holy Scripture in morn- 
ing and evening prayer. The Secretary 
announced that the two houses would sit 
together to-morrow as the Board of Mis- 
sions. Adjournment until to-morrow was 
then taken. 

The Periodical Club, an organization de- 
voted to the distribution of magazines and 
general literature among the various hos- 
pitals and charitable organizations connect- 
ed with the Church, met to-night. The 
work of the last three years was discussed 
and plans made for extending the scope of 
the work in the future. 

The Woman's Auxiliary to the Episco- 
palian Board of Missions celebrated holy 
communion at 7:30 this morning in Grace 
Church, and at 10 o'clock the triennial con- 
vention was opened with a religious service 
in the same edifice, at which holy com- 
munion was again observed. Bishop Nich- 
ols officiated and delivered the sermon. 

The business meeting of the auxiliary 
was held this evening. The presiding offi- 
cer, Mrs. James Newlands of the California 
branch, was introduced by Bishop Nichols, 
and she delivered an address of welcome 
to the visiting delegates. Miss Julia 
Emery, Secretary of the auxiliary, read her 
report, which showed a total income and 
contributions for three years of $1,260,940, 
and explained in detail what had been ac- 
complished in the missionary field.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY AND 
GERMANY’S TARIFF BILL. 





Hostile Attitude Causes Heart-Search- 
ings in Berlin— The German 
Industrial Crisis.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Berlin says the tone of 
the Austro-Hufigarian press regarding 
the German customs tariff scheme evi- 
dently causes serious heart-searchings in 
the German capital. Desperate efforts 
are being made to minimize the signifi- 
cance of the attitude of M. de Szell, the 
Hungarian Premier. 

The Boersen Courier prints a. letter 
from Vienna entirely supporting the view 
that Austria-Hungary will resort to se- 
rious reprisals if the German tariff 
scheme is maintained in anything like its 
present form. 

The correspondent adds that the pres- 
ent deplorable state of German com- 
merce and industry was again illustrated 
this week by the winding up of the af- 
fairs of one of the oldest and foremost 
banks of Western Germany, Surmondt & 
Co. This state of things makes even ex- 
treme protectionists pause in advocating 


a policy calculated to crown the disas- 
ters of the current year. In Ministerial 
circles, however, the gravity of the sit- 
uation hardly appears to be fully real- 
ized,

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BOERS’ MISINFORMATION 
CAUSED THEIR DEFEAT 


They Thought the Fort Itala Gar- 
rison Was Only 100 Strong. 








Invasion of Natal East and West Was 
Planned, but Only a Small Com- 
mando Is in the Colony.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—A dispatch from 
Dundee, Natal, to The Times says the 
Boer attack on Fort Itala_proves to have 
been a far bigger engagement than could 
be gathered from the first reports. The 
casualties on both sides indicate the 
fierceness of the struggle. The Boer cas- 
ualties are now estimated at over 400. 
The British prisoners saw sixty Boers 
buried on farms, and assisted in carry- 
ing off seventy-five wounded. The Boers 
informed the prisoners that they ex- 
pected to find the Fort Itala garrison 
only 100 strong. The burghers lost more 
men than in any previous action this 


year. ‘ 
There seems no doubt, says The 
Times's correspondent, that the Boers 


intended a combined invasion of Natal 
East and West. It is stated that Gen. 
De Wet ordered the burghers in the 
northeastern part of Orange River Col- 
ony to concentrate at Talekop, but up to 
now the only result of the movement has 
been the isolated invasion of Natal by a 
small commando, which can easily be 
driven back. 

British officers who were recently pris- 
oners say that Gen. Botha’s men and 
horses are in good condition, but the 
men's clothing is ih a poor state. The 
Sritish prisoners have been deprived of 
nearly everything they possessed. 

The main body of the Boers is still near 
the Zululand frontier.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The latest South Afri- 
can casualty list shows that the fighting 
in the attack on Col. Kekewich’s camp at 
Moedwill, Sept. 29, put twenty-six British 
officers out of action. Four were killed 
outright or died of wounds, and twenty-two 
were wounded. 

Col. Kekewich was wounded severely, but 
is doing well. 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT HOPEFUL 


Anticipates a Sudden and Complete Col- 
lapsé of Boer Resistance. 
LONDON, Oct. 4.—‘‘ We learn on very 
high authority,’’ says The Daily Chronicle 
this morning, ‘‘ that a sudden and complete 
collapse of Boer resistance and the speedy 
termination of the war in South Africa are 


anticipated. The attacks on Fort Itala and 
Moedwill and the other recent engagements 
are regarded as the last desperate efforts 
of men who are wearied by the struggle 
and tired of being hunted. 

‘Therefore, beyond sending drafts to 
compensate for losses by casualties and 
disease, there is no intention to dispatch 
further reinforcements or to employ In- 
dian troops, as rumored, for guarding the 
lines of communication.”’ 

Commenting editorially upon this ‘“ infor- 
mation,’ The Daily Chronicle, while ad- 
mitting that there is much to be said for 
the ‘‘sanguine view taken by the War 
Office,"’ reminds the Government of pre- 
vious miscalculations, and warns the Min- 
isters that it is their duty no longer to 
trade on chances, but to make success, 
humanly speaking, certain. 


THE GERMAN LOOT FROM CHINA. 


Action Regarding Astronomical Instru- 
ments Severely Criticised — Ger- 
many Paid Chun’s Bills.

LONDON, Oct, 4.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Berlin says Wednesday's 
announcement in the North German Ga- 
zette about the astronomical instruments 
which were carried off from Peking by 
Germans is regarded as very unsatisfac- 
tory. It appears to be universally felt 
that the confiscation of the instruments 
was an act of vandalism of which those 
responsible ought to be ashamed. 

A recent statement in the Cologne Ga- 
zette that the instruments were not loot- 
ed, but purchased, is entirely untrue. 

The Vossische Zeitung says a State 
which champions the cause of civiliza- 
tion and international law ought to: be 
the last to ride rough-shod over the law 
of nations. It maintains that, as the in- 
struments were taken from China with- 
out a shadow of right, it is the duty of 
Germany to replace them at her own 
fost, and, if it be true that China de- 
clines to re-accept them, Germany must 
pay for keeping them. 

The Times’s correspondent adds that 
Germany is heartily glad to see the last 
of Prince Chun, who, with his suite of 
fifty-four persons, lived at Germany’s 
expense for three weeks, and who has 
been taken on expensive trips. 

Prince Chun's sojourn in Berope, the 
dispatch says, began with farce, and 
threatened to end in utter fiasc®

BERLIN, Oct. 3.—Although it was assert- 
ed when Prince Chun arrived in Germany 
that he would be the guest of Emperor 


William for only two days in Potsdam, it is 
now ascertained that the Kaiser paid all 
his bills while the Prince was in Berlin and 
traveling about, together with the expenses 
of the entire party, until the expiatory mis- 
sion crossed the Austrian frontier. 


THE IRISH IN PARLIAMENT. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—At the Cutlers’ Feast 
in Sheffield last evening the Earl of Hals- 
bury (Lord Chancellor) and the Right Hon. 
Robert W. Hanbury (President of the Board 
of Agriculture) made important declara- 
tions which seemed to show that the Gov- 
ernment has reconsidered the advisability 
of reducing the Irish representation in Par- 
liament. 

In the course of his remarks the Lord 
Chancellor sald: 

“It is contrary to the Constitution to be 
perpetually tinkering at it, Do not, be- 
cause some members of the House of Com- 
mons misbehave themselves, ex every- 
thing into the melting pot an 
Constitution anew.” 

Mr. Hanbury, who spoke strongly about 
the conduct of the Irish members, said it 
might be a wise thing to reduce their num- 
ber, but that no mere reduction would ever 
settle the difficulty, and he declared him- 
self in agreement with the Lord Chancellor 
in thinking that it was no time to tinker 
with the Constitution. 

‘What we have to do,” continued Mr. 
Hanbury, ‘‘is not to run away from the 
party in the House of Commons who havé 
deliberately attempted to destroy our in- 
stitutions; but that party must be dealt 
with, faced, and put a stop to, whatever the 
cost may be.”’ 


SAYS. AMERICA MAY 
COERCE BULGARIA. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Constantinopie 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 

“The United States Government Is de- 
termined to exact full revenge upon every 
one concerned (in the abduction of Miss 
Stone,) and. if anything happens to Miss 
Stone, it will not hesitate to ask permission 
to bring a fleet through the Dardanelles 
to get at Bulgarian ports on the Black Sea 
and to foree the Bulgarian Government to 
act against the Macedonian Committee.”

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MINERAL PRODUCTION 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The Output of Last Year Valued at 
$1,070,108,899—Large Increase 
Over 1899 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—According to a 
report issued tosday by the United States 
Geological Survey, the total value of min- 
erals of all kinds produced in the United 
States in 1900 was $1,070,108,899. The total 
production for 1899 was $1,211,361,861, and 
for 1898 $861,751,017. The total value of the 
metallic products was $552,418,627, the non- 
metallic $516,690,262, and estimated value 
of mineral prodtcts, unspectfied, $1,000,000. 
Among the more important minerals, 
there were 13,789,242 long tons of pig iron 
produced in 1900, with a value of $259,944,- 
000, as against 13,400,735 long tons in L800 
and a value of $234,725,754. There was a 
total of 263,735,265 tons of coal, anthracite 
and bituminous, with a value of $306,890,- 
364, as against 252,115,887 tons, valued at 

$276,147,056, im 1899. 

There was a very perceptible increase in 
1900 of the production of the precious 
metals. The output of gold increased from 
3,391,196 troy ounces, valued at $70,096,021 
in 1899, to 3,837,215 troy ounces, valued at 
$79,322,281, last year. The produttion of 
silver was 57,126,834 troy ounces, valued in 
the market at $34,036,168, in 1899, while in 
1900 59,610,548 troy ounces, with a coinage 
value of $77,070,471, were produced.

GEN. G. W. GETTY DEAD. 








WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Major Gen. G. 
W. Getty, one of the heroes of the Mexi- 
can war and the war of the rebellion, is 
dead at the family residence at Forest Glen, 
Md. He will be buried with full military 
honors at Arlington Cemetery to-morrow. 





George Washington Getty was born in 
Georgetown, D. C., on Oct. 2, 1819. He was 
graduated from West Point in July, 1840, 
and entered the army as Second Lieutenant 


of Artillery. He was promoted to a First 
Lieutenancy in 1845, made a Captain in 
1853, Major in 1863, Colonel of the Thirty- 
seventh Infantry in 1866, and was trans- 
ferred to the Third Artillery in 1871. 

He was a veteran of the Canadian bor- 
der war, the Mexican war, the Seminole 
Indian war, and the war of the rebellion. 
He served in the civil war with the Army 
of the Potomac in the Peninsular campaign 
of 1862 as Lieutenant Colonel and Aide de 
Camp. He fought in the engagements at 
Yorktown, Gaines’s Mill, alvern Hill, at 
South Mountain, and Antietam. 

He was made a Brigadier General of Vol- 
unteers, Sept. 25, 15862, and was in the 
Battle of Fredericksburg in December of 
that year. He was severely wounded in 
the Battle of the Wilderness, May 5, 1864. 
He participated in the battles of Opequaw, 
Fisher’s Hill, and Cedar Creek, and sub- 
sequently with the Army of the Potomac 
from the siege of Petersburg to the final 
surrender of Gen. Lee, April 9, 1865. 

For gallant conduct during the war he 
was brevetted Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel, 
Brigadier Géneral, and Major General of 
the United States Army, and he com- 
manded various military districts until 
mustered out of the volunteer service in 
September, 1866. On April 3, 1867, he was 

laced in command of the District of New 

exico, and on Jan. 1, 1871, was trans- 
ferred to the Third Artillery. He com- 
manded the troops along the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad during the riots of 1877, and 
on Oct. 2, 1888, was retired from active 
service. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


James MacGregor. 


James MacGregor, seventy-four years of 
age, died of bronchitis at his home, 1,469 
Lexington Avenue, yesterday, after an ill- 
ness of six months. Mr. MacGregor was 
born in Monmouth, N. J., and came to this 
city when fifteen years old, to study archi- 
tecture. When about eighteen he became 
a “member of Fire Company No. 14, and 
was appointed one of the ten Fire Wardens 
in the district below Forty-second Street, 

He went to Albany in 1860 and secured 
the passage of an act creating the Depart- 
ment of Buildings. Later he secured the 
passage of an act requiring fire-escapes 
and metal cornices in tenement buildings. 
In 1862 he had a law passed requiring iron 
stairways in similar structures. 


He was appointed Superintendent of 
Buildings by Mayor Opdyke. Mr. Mac- 
Gregor had been a member of the Seventh, 


formerly the Twenty-seventh, Regiment, 
for almost fifty years.. He leaves a wife, 
a son, and four daughters. 


Henry W. Cramp. 


‘PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Oct. 3.—Henry 
W. Cramp, eldest son of Charles H. Cramp 
and Vice President of the Cramp Ship and 
Engine Building Company, died to-day at 


Devon Inn., near this city, from a complica- 
tion of diseases. Mr. Cramp had been con- 
nected with the shipyard from his boyhood, 
most of his work being confined to the ad- 
ministration end of the business. When the 
corporation was formed he was made Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, but later his office 
was changed to Vice President. He was 
fifty-two years of age.

Oceanview Handicap. 


FIVE CHOICES WERE BEATEN 


Femesole, the One Successfu! Favorite 
at Gravesend, Barely Got Home 
by a Head. 


In an afternoon of dismal disappointments 
at the Gravesend tracq yesterday the vic- 
tory of Autolight in the race for the Ocean- 
view Handicap and Jockey O’Connor's ride 
on the winner stood out as conspicuously 
as the aurora borealis in an arctic night. 

The Oceanview Handicap was the fourth 
race on the card, and was at one mile and 
a sixteenth, with four runners, Alard 
Scheck and Paul Clifford having been 
withdrawn. Blues was the hottest of favor- 
ites at 2 to 5, regardless of the fact that 
he carried the top weight, 126 pounds, for 
the betting crowd argued that the Farrell 
colt “could fall, get up, and then win.” 

It was so sure a thing in the eyes of the 
betting men that those careful Tammany 
men who furnisa tips to Richard Croker 
were positive in their assurance that Blues 
must win, and Croker was credited with 
being the prihcipal who sent into the bet~- 
ting ring one of the largest commissions 
placed on biues. lt was not a day for 
Tammany tips, however, for Blues ran 
many pounds behind his best form and 
narrowly escaped being the last horse in 
the race. Just as the start was made Auto- 
light stumbled, and O’Connor had to snatch 
him up, with the result that the colt was 
all but left, being flatfooted on the ground 
when the others went on. ‘ Blues, Dublin, 
and The Regent went with a rush, racing 


as if in a quarter race, and bumping and 
jostling around the paddock turn, not one 
of the riders in the scramble showing the 
slightest heed to the pace, while O’Connor 
on Autolight sent the Morris colt on after 
the others, but steadied him the moment 
he sarted, and, with nearly forty yards to 
make up, gradually gained, taking his time, 
however, and letting the others race them- 
selves out, carrying the pace that was set 
from the start. 

For full six furlongs Autolight looked to 
be a forlorn hope, but on the turn out of 
the back stretch he began to close when 
the leaders were tiring, and from that point 
made a splendid race of it. The three in 
front ran lapped to half way through the 
back stretch, where The Regent gave it up, 
Blues and Dublin then going on together 
until they struck the head of the stretch 
for the run home, where Autolight went 
after them and joined in the fight. Blues 
was the first of the three to crack under 
the pace and weight, while Autolight in 
the next furlong got up to Dublin, who 
after having run around his horses to that 
point and been much jostled, was used up 
and ready to quit. McCue, by hard riding, 
kept him going, but could not hang on 
with Autolight, who drew out in the last 
furlong and won cleverly by a length ana 
a half. Blues, two lengths behind Dublin, 
was third, just before The Regent, last. 

The only successful favorite of the after- 
noon—Femesole, at 20 to 9 on—got off bad- 
ly, while The Pride of Surrey, away in 
front, made the running. Woods, on 
Femesole, waited patiently to make up the 
ground lost at the start, and after getting 
to the front in the stretch nursed the filly 
carefully to the post, and, though she was 
tiring fast at the end, managed to win by 
a head from Bessie McCarthy, who closed 
with a rush at the finish.

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THE ICE TRUST’S APPEAL. 
Company Secures Writ of Error from 
Court of Appeals to the United 
States Supreme Court. 
ALBANY, Oct. 8.—Chief Justice Parker 
of the Court of Appeals this afternoon 
granted a writ of error on which the Amer- 
ican Ice Company will take an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court from the 
decision of the Court of Appeals uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the Donnelly 
anti-trust law, under which proceedings are 
pending against the ice company. The 
granting of the order is a matter of form. 
The attorneys for the ice company. de- 
clared on Tuesday, when the decision of 
the Court of Appeals was announced, that 


an appeal would be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court, on the ground that 





the Donnelly anti-trust law violates the 
Federal Constitution. This the company 
has a right to do under the laws of the 


United States. 

The writ of error was obtained by Attor- 
neys Ansley Wilcox and Robert G. Scherer, 
who visited Chief Justice Parker in cham- 
bers this afternoon. There was no hear- 
ing, as the application was purely ex parte, 
the State not being represented. The at- 
torneys presented a petition from Charles 
W. Morse, President of the American Ice 
Company, setting forth the decision ren- 
dered by the Court of Appeals in the case 
and declaring that it does “ great damage 
to the said Charles W. Morse” and pray- 
ing “tor the allowance of a writ of error 
and such other forces as may cause the 
error to be corrected by the United States 
Supreme Court.” 

In taking the appeal, the ice company 
must file a bond of $1,000. The writ of er- 
ror does not in any way set forth the par- 
ticulars on which the case will be argued 
before the Federal Supreme Court. Zhe 
ground on which the law will be held to vio- 
late the Federal Constitution is, it is said, 
that it compels a witness to answer ques- 
tions which might incriminate him under 
a Federal statute without giving him im- 
munity from punishment.

CITY MUST PAY $209,382.41. 


Court of Appeals Holds that Street 
Cleaners Are Entitled to Pay 
for Overtime. 

ALBANY, Oct. 3.—By a decision of the 
Court of Appeals, Patrick J. McNulty of 
New York City will receive from the mu- 
nicipality $209,382.41 and costs. The case 
has been before the courts for a long 
period. McNulty brought suit to recover 
wages due drivers and other employes of 
the Street Cleaning Department for work- 
ing overtime. 

MeNulty secured the individual claims of 
the employes through assignment. The pe- 
riod covered by the claims was from May 
2, 1892, until April 26, 1894. The action 
was begun to recover wages for overtime 
at the rate of 25 cents an hour for each 
hour’s work in excess of eight hours a day, 
and was based on the provisions of Chapter 
885 of the Laws of 18/0. The lower courts 
sustained the action, and the Court of Ap- 
peals has passed final judgment, affirming 
the decision. 


ELECTRIC VEHICLE CO. SUED. 


Stockholder Alleges that Directors Have 
Paid Dividends Illegally. 


Sheriff Ruempler of Hudson County, 
N. J., yesterday had placed in his hands 
for service upon the legal representative 
of the Electric Vehicle Company, capital- 
ized at $20,000,000, papers in a suit for 
brought by Richard Siegman 
through the law firm of Coult & Howell 
of Newark. 

Mr. Siegman alleges that he is a stock- 
holder in the company to the extent of 
400 shares, and that the amount he sues 
for has been paid out by the Directors of 
the company from the capital stock con- 
trary to the laws of the State of New Jer- 
sey, under which the company is incor- 
porated. The prayer asks that the Chan- 
cery Court require of the Directors an ac- 
counting, and that the: Directors be com- 
pelled to ao in court and make dis- 
covery of the sources from which money 
was obtained to pay dividends.

The sharp break in the industrials, 


which is to be regarded as Wall Street's 
rather tardy protest to blind pool man- 
agement, was the overshadowing feature 
of the trading in yesterday’s stock mar- 
ket. Compared with this collapse, the 
incidental declines elsewhere are scarce- 
ly worthy of attention, being merely in 
sympathy with the industrial disturb- 
ance. Indeed, so altogether neglected 
were the railroad securities—Atchison, 
Union Pacific, and Southern Pacific ex- 
cepted—that the dealings in them were 
on an insignificant scale, little or no 
activity showing until the last half hour, 
when the persistent and serious weak- 
ness in the industrial group led to some 
hasty selling throughout the general list. 
And thus it ‘was that at the close of the 
day there was scarcely a stock on the 
list that did not show a net loss, Na- 
tional Salt common leading the collapse 
with a fifteen-point break. 

The early trading gave no indication 
or suggestion of the declines that were 
later to come. Instead, notwithstanding 
the fact that London sent over lower 
prices, and. followed them up by selling 
some 10,000 shares, the market here 
opened steady, and then rose rather 
sharply, under the leadership of St. Paul, 
Union Pacific, and Atchison, some of the 
issues advancing a point or more. The 
gains, however, tempted to not a little 
liquidation and profit taking, the con- 
sequence being that a half hour later the 
market was back to the level whence it 
started. From that time on until about 
1 o’clock it was inclined to drag, traders 
and operators alike apparently being 
more concerned about the result of the 
international yacht race than about the 
movements of stocks. The ticker, in 
fact, ofttimes stood still for several min- 
utes at a time, failing to record a single 
transaction. Only in a few specialties 
such as Brooklyn Rapid Transit, Man- 
hattan, and Atchison was there any 
activity whatever. 

Of a sudden the market, as it were, 
came to life, and, coincident with this 
activity, there developed surprising 
weakness in the industrial group. One 
stock after another declined, nor did 
there appear to be any support whatever 
to them. First it was Glucose, then it 
was People's Gas, then it was Interna- 
tional Power, then National Salt, then 
it spread to Manhattan and elsewhere, 
until finally the whole list began to 
show signs of demoralization—the mar- 
ket closing weak. 

To account for the industrial declines 
is not a difficult matter. The Street 
merely is “‘ finding itself,”” and is com- 
ing to a realization of the fact that it 
is a kind of financial suicide to be pos- 
sessed of the securities of those indus- 
trial organizations whose management 
is fearful or unwilling to give to their 
stockholders an intelligible and explicit 
statement of the financial operations and 
of the physical and other condition of 
the properties. It has taken long for the 
district to arrive at this realizing sense, 
but late developments have wonderfully 
hastened matters. The collapse in the 
copper stocks because of blind pool man- 
agement stands out in too marked con- 
trast to the comparative stability of the 
shares of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration not to carry its own lesson. 
The Steel Corporation has been frank 
with the public; whosoever buy its se- 
curities know whereof they buy. The 
shares of Amalgamated Copper, of In- 
ternational Power, of the Rubber Trust 
—these and others that will readily sug- 
gest themselves fall in a different class. 

Of course, also, as affecting indus- 
trials, there was the Court of Appeals 
decision on the Donnelly anti-trust law 
of 1899, and some recent poor earnings 
exhibits: but the crux of the matter is 
that it has been the blind pool manage- 
ment that has made all industrials so 
vulnerable. 

As for the declines in the railroad list, 
they may be set aside as without signifi- 
cance and merely in sympathy with the 
general downward movement indus- 
trially. 

It is interesting to note that the banks 
continue to improve their position.

THE GROWTH OF RAILROADS. 
Much interesting information in regard 
to the railroads of the country is con- 
tained in the introduction to Poor’s Manual 
for 1901, the compilation of which has 
just been completed. Of special interest 
are the many comparative tables showing 
the development of railroads in this coun- 


try during a period of forty years. It

$92,559, 889. 


NINE MONTHS’ FAILURES. 
According to Bradstreet’s, 
liabilities of failing traders in September 
were the smallest of. any month this vear. 
Very much the same report can be made 
as regards the third quarter of the Year, 
except that liabilities in that period slight- 
ly exceeded those of the first quarter. 
Otherwise, however, the showing made. for 
the third quarter is a quite favorable one, 
though in this, as in other periods of this 
year, increases alike in the number and 
in the liabilities of failing traders are 
shown over last year and over 189), 
The result is that for the nine months 
of the calendar year 1901 there is shown an 
increase of about 10 per cent. in number 
over 1900 and over 1899, while the occur- 
rence of a. few large bank failures in the 
months of May and June operated to swell 
liabilities this year to a figure nearly 14 
per cent. larger than those of last year and 
49 per cent. heavier than in 1899. When 
these increases over the exceptionally fa- 
vorabie years 1900 and 1899 are mentioned, 
however, about all that is unfavorable has 
been said.

National Salt the Greatest Sufferer with 
a 15 Point Drop—Wall Street Op- 
posing Itself to Blind Pools. 





There was a bad break in the prices of 
many industrials on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, an extreme decline in one case 
of over 15 points being recorded, while 
5-point breaks elsewhere were not infre- 
quent, The so-called lesser industrials and 
those which the Street regards as coming 
within the category of ‘“‘ blind pools "’ were 
the principal sufferers, in marked contrast 
to the shares of those industrial concerns 
which have presented and are presenting 
intelligible and explicit statements of earn- 
and condition. The stocks of the 
United States Steel Corporation, for in- 
stance, which the other day gave. to the 
public a six months’ earnings report, de- 
clined only fractionally, while such stocks 
as National Salt,. International Power, 
United States Rubber, and People's Gas 
broke sharply. ‘ 

The full extent of these breaks will best 
appear from the figures themselves. Na- 
tional Salt, for instance, on dealings in 
only GOO shares, sold off at one time 15% 
points, closing with a net loss of 144%. In- 
ternational Power on transactions involv- 
ing 4,7 shares broke to 81%, a decline of 
nearly 13 points, though later rallying and 
closing at S04, a net loss of 4% points. 
Glucose Sugar common fell over 6 points, 
closing at the low for the day; Ice Trust 
common stock lost 14 points; American 
Smelters declined 3 points, recovering only 
one-half point from the low figure; United 
States Rubber broke 3% and the preferred 5 
points; while other losses were: Consali- 
dated Gas, 2; American Car and Foundry, 
1; People’s Gas, 2%; Gas and Electric of 
Bergen, 5; General Electric, 1%; National 
Lead preterred, 144; Pressed Steel Car pre- 
ferred, 14%; Tennessee Coal, 2%, and United 
States Leather preferred 1. 

_Singulariy enough the (according to the 
Street) two biggest blind pools in the list, 
Amalgamated Copper and American Sugar, 
were little affected, the tormer closing 
Without any net change on dealings in 3%,- 
vuU shares, while Sugar showed only a frae- 
tional net decline on transactions involving 
22,000 shares. Explanation for this, how- 
ever, appears in the fact that Copper had 
its *‘ break’ several days ago, having de- 
clined over 20 points within a week; while 
Sugar is already down this week about 8 
points trom its high figure. 

The ‘selling yesterday, some of it un- 
doubtedly for the short account, but not a 
little of it clearly liquidation, was pred- 
icated on several developments. One of 
these was a rather tardy recognition of the 
decision of the Court of Appeals sustain- 
ing, at least in part, the Donnelly anti- 
trust law of 1899. Another was the un- 
easiness created by the unfavorable—~and 
meagre—statements put out in quick suc- 
cession by the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, the Standard Rope and Twine 
Company, and the Linseed Oil, the Glucose, 
Sugar, and the American Car and Foundry 
Companies, each showing marked and un- 
expected decreases in earnings in a period 
of what was claimed to be unexampled 
prosperity. And finally, there was, to in- 
fluence the setling, the ‘“ policy of con- 
trast ''—that Is to say, a mental comparison 
as to the “blind pools’’ and the United 
States Steel Corporation, now looked upon 
most favorably as the standard industrial 
because of the decision of its management 
to acquaint its stockholders with all neces- 
sary details as to earnings, &c. 

In almost every quarter of the Street, in- 
deed, could be heard expressions of doubt 
as to this company and that which up to 
this time has been keeping its stockhold- 
ers in the dark, the argument being ad- 
vanced that only an unsatisfactory state of 
affairs, financial and otherwise, would ne- 
cessitate or profit a policy of concealment. 

Then, too, in some stocks there were 
particular reasons for the declines. Peo- 
ple’s Gas, for example, was sold on a re- 
pore that the dividend on the stock is to 
e reduced, while National Salt seems to 
have been especially depressed by. a misap- 
prehension respecting the underwriting 
plans of the Salt Trust. 

The extreme weakness in all these in- 
dustrials resulted in bringing about de- 
clines in the railroad list, the entire mar- 
ket toward the close selling off sharply. 

A significant development of the day was 
the announcement of President Hoffstot 
of the Pressed Steel Car Company -that, 
following the example set by the United 
States Steel Corporation, the Pressed Steel 
Car Company will hereafter issue regular 
quarterly statements.* In. fulfillment of 
this promise a first statement was issued 
yesterday and showed the company to be 
in excellent condition.

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WILL BUILD ANOTHER TOWN. 


Westinghouse Company Soon to Start 
Its Third Village. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 8.—The Westinghouse 
Company will commence, at once, the 
erection of a new town and a mammoth 
foundry plant at Stewart Station, on the 
Pennsylvania Rallroad, a short distance 
east of this city. The company has se- 
cured 650 acres, and intends to cancen- 
trate all of its foundries in one plant and 
build around it, for the benefit of the em- 
ployes,.a town to be called Trafford Park.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘mtg ’’ stands for mortgage 
and “‘RS” for revenue stamps. The war rev- 
enue law, as amended, provides that a twenty-five- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents aeddi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ considcration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgege plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

Him in Honor of His Services. 


He Was Active and Influential in Secur- 
ing Rapid Transit Tunnel—Presi- 
dent Jesup Made the 
Presentation. 


A gold medal, struck in recognition of the 
gervices of Abram 8S. Hewitt in the cause 
of civle rapid transit under municipal own- 
ership, was presented to the ex-Mayor yes- 
terday at the monthly meeting of the! 
Chamber of Commerce by President Morris 
K. Jesup. 

On the medal is this inscription: ‘ In- 


genio suo urbis benefactor et rei publicae | 


conservator,’’ which, translated, 


follows: ‘‘ By his genius, benefactor of the 
city and conservator of public property.” 

President Jesup, in his presentation 
gwpeech, said: “I will say, however, fot 
only as President, but as your lifelong 


friend, that my heart is full of gratitude, 
not only for what you have done for our 
city, but for the great services you have 
rendered during your long life in promoting 
public measures that have contributed to 
make our city and Nation great. May God 
@pare your life for many years yet is the 
sincere prayer of us all. 

‘“* And for you, Sir, in the words of Mme. 
de Stéel, I would say, ‘ When a noble life 
has prepared old age, it is not the decline 
that it reveals, but the first days of im- 
mortality.” 

Mr. Hewitt, in his reply, said: 

“IT am sure that you and every member 
of the Chamber will sympathize with me 
in my inability to find suitable words to 
express my profound sense of the honor 
conferred by the presentation of this beau- 
tiful medal, the artistic excellence of which 
greatly enhances the gratitude which I feel, 
but to which I cannot give adequate ur- 
terance. In the course of a long life, de- 
voted largely to the public service, I have 
been more accustomed to criticism than to 
commendation, although at the hands of 
this Chamber I have never lacked the cor- 
dial approval which is so grateful to public 
servants. 

“The present honor should perhaps have 
been deferred until the completion of the 
rapid transit system, with which this oc- 
easion will imperishably link my name. 
Time, however, moves with relentless 
tread, and when a man reaches his eight- 
feth year it may be well supposed, as doubt- 
less it was by the Chamber, that whatever 
recognition it desired to make during my 
lifetime should be quickly done. I regard 
it, and my family will always look upon it, 
as the seal of your approbation upon my 
public career. 

*“No man need expect a higher honor, 
for the Chamber of Commerce represents 
in a unique degree the solid judgment of 
the leaders of commerce and industry in 
this great city. Necessarily the gracious 
remarks of your President have had a per- 
sonal direction, and in the reply which I 
propose to make I trust I may be acquitted 
of any want of modesty in narrating the 
circumstances which have connected me 
with the great system of rapid transit now 
nearing its completion.”’ 

After reviewing the history of the ef- 
forts culminating in the letting of the tun- 
nel contracts, Mr Hewitt continued: 

“In achieving this result the Chamber 
of Commerce has been the prime mover, and 
! think it is not too much to say that in 
the future its successful intervention will 
be regarded as one of the most creditable 
achievements in its long and honorable his- 
tory, identified, as it was and is, with the 
construction of the Erie Canal, and of the 
great system of water supply, which has 
made it possible for more than three mil- 


lions of people to dwell together in healt 
and comfort. . 

“If, by the continued efforts of the 
Chamber of Commerce we can secure a 
Municipal Government which will enable 
great public works to be undertaken and 
carried to completion with the same econ- 
omy and honesty as have characterized the 
execution of the Erie Canal, the Croton 
Water Works, and the Rapid Transit sys- 
tem, no reasonable limits can be assigned 
to the future growth of this city in pros- 
perity and grandeur. 


*In conclusion I take this occasion to 
thar’: the members of the Chamber for the 
confidence which they have uniformly 
manifested in my efforts to serve the pub- 
lic, and I am particularly grateful to Mr. 
Charles Stewart Smith, Mr. Alexander EF. 
Orr, and Mr. William E. Dodge for the 
gracious remarks which they were good 
enough to make at the time when the 
Chamber voted to bestow upon me this 
medal. It will be treasured by my children 
as the most precious possession which will 
descend to them, and be regarded by them, 
as it is by me, as the crowning honor of a 
long career which, by this action of the 
Chamber of Commerce, is brought to a

CONDEMNS POLICE FORCE. 


Chamber of Commerce Charges that It 
Is Corrupt and Asks the Mayor to 
Remedy ‘the Evil. 


The Chamber of Commerce yesterday ap- 
proyed these resolutions in regard to met- 
rop$litan police corruption: 


Whereas, In the opinion of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York, the per- 
manent commercial, financial, and industrial 
interests of a municipality are directly de- 
pendent upon a government that commands the 
respect and confidence of its people and guar- 
antees security for capital and labor; and 

Whereas, There is a widespread and well- 
founded belief in this city that certain officials 
in the Police Department are addicted to cor- 
rupt practices, and are soliciting and receiving 
moneys for the wicked protection of vice and 
crime, thus encouraging the lawless element of 
this city to th®*detriment of decent and honest 
government and to the endangering of life and 
property; and 

Whereas, The Charter of Greater New York 
has conferred upon the Mayor the high duty 
and responsibility of removing the head of any 
department that is incompetent or guilty of vio- 
lations of law; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President of this Chamber 
he and hereby ts directed to urge the Mayor 
to exerejse the supreme power vested in him to 
the end that the reproach now universally rest- 
ing upon thé government and good name of this 
city may be speedily removed. 

In ‘accordance with the resolutions, Presi- 
dent Jesup sent the following 
Mayor Van Wyck: 


I inclose herewith copy of preamble and reso- 
lution passed unanimously by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York at its meet- 
ing held this day. I can add but little to the 
force of the resolution referred to.

| Wood Benson, 95, Who for Many Years 
Ran a Centrai Engine, Died in 
the Almshouse.

He said that 
he did his first work as a boy in the old 
Dry Dock Bank, but read so much about 
George Stephenson and his engines, that, 
with his mother’s consent, he worked his 
way to England, and after many hardships 
got work as a locomotive stoker, and was 
soon made an engineer. He then returned 
to this country with a new locomotive, 
which he ran. 

He boasted of false teeth which he said

credited with having run Peter Cooper’s 
fom Thumb, the De Witt Clinton, the 
Stourbridge Lion, the John Bull, and other 
pioneer American engines on their first 
trips, but these stories are not borne out 
by the records.

POLICE DEPARTMENT BUDGET. 








Commissioner Murphy Asks for $930,288 
More Than Was. Allowed 
Last Year. 


The budget of the Police Department 


for 1901 was considered yesterday by the 
Board of Estimate. Mayor Van Wyck 
made few comments through the session. 
Police Commissioner Murphy appeared, and 
said that on account of illness Chief Clerk 
Kipp would explain the items. 

The total amount asked for the Police 
Department was $12,092,611, as against 
$11,162,232 allowed for 1901. The increase

There 
were requests for several increases in sala- 
ries, and Mayor Van Wyck sald that un- 
less they were shown to be absolutely 
necessary the amounts would be 
lowed.

STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


Hears More Testimony For and Against 
the Building of Proposed Port 


Chester Railroad. 

Additional evidence favorable to the pe- 
titioners who want a ¢ertificate to build 
the proposed New York and Port Chester 
Railroad was given yesterday before the 
State Railroad Commission, 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Those opposing the proposed road en- 
deavored to learn the names of the men 
who are backing the new undertaking. The 
New York and Port Chester Company of- 
fered to give this information in executive 
session, but when the opposition sought to 
learn publicly the, representatives of the 
new enterprise objected, and the commis- 
sion sustained the objection. 

Edward P. Folger, assistant city engineer 
of New Rochelle, testified that the pro- 
posed road was practicable; that there was 
no objection to it on the part of the people 


of New Rochelle,.and that he believed the 
investment would be profitable. 

S. 8S. Randall, a large property owner in 
the Bronx, strongly favored the. road, 
which, he said, would do much to enhance 
values, develop the locality, and incfease 
the population. William C. Gotshall, the 
engineer of the New York and Port Chester 
Company, was further cross-examined. His. 
evidence related almost entirely to engin- 
eering propositions connected with the 
road. 

The commission adjourned after this to 
reassemble at 9 o’clock this morning. 


THE ASPHALT PAVING CHARGES. 


Statement that the City Is Paying Too 
Much for Work Received by 
the Mayor. 

Mayor Van Wyck has received the 
charges made by Gen. C. H. T. Collis that 
higher prices were being paid for asphalt 
paving than during the administration of 
Mayor Strong. Mayor Van Wyck paid no 
attention to the charges yesterday, and did 
not even/read them. The charges will be 
sent to the Commissioners of Accounts for 
investigation. 

Commissioner John Hertle, who has made 
a special study of the asphalt contracts 


and who made a voluminous report to 
Mayor Van Wyck about a year ago, stated 
that the Asphalt Trust was in control of 
the situation arid could charge the city 
whatever prices it pleased. ayor Van 
Wyck eatly in his administration threat- 
ened te break the monopoly of the Asphalt 
Trust even to the extent of establishing a 
municipal asphalt plant. He said that an 
appropriation of $1,000,000 should be made 
to establish a city plant to fight the trust. 
There was no action taken on this plan, 
and of late dozens of orders for asphalt 
paving have been rushed through by the 
city officials.

Plans for Government Work in This 


Line to be Published. 

The plans devised by Dr. Walter Wyman, 
Surgeon General of the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital Service, for the establishment 
of an institute for the study of yellow 
fever have been approved by the Secretary 
of the Treasury.~ The plans will be pub- 
lished fully in the forthcoming issue of 
The New York Medical Journal. Members 
of the proposed institute are to be medical 
officers of the Marine Hospital Service or 
others specially qualified, and will work in 


four sections, each section having a special 
list of topics for consideration. 

The bureau's officers, with the Directors 
of the Hygienic Laboratory, the Surgeon 
General, and a Secretary will constitute the 
Executive Board. Ig this way the-machin- 
ery of the institute will be operated readily 
in the bureau, while the actual work wiil 
be carried on by members in various places. 
Under the present system the work of the 
Marine Hospital Service on this disease is 
being carried on along more or less inde- 
pendent lines by a limited number of offi- 
cers.

In a driftwood hut, built with their own 
hands, Rudolph Louis, beachcomber, and 
his wife, Samke Louis, celebrated .their 
golden wedding last night at Sheepshead 
Bay. Their home is in a salt marsh at the 
foot of Voorhies Avenue and at high. tide 
is surroundedy with water. About forty 
guests, most of them as poor as they and 
every one with one or more dogs, picked 
their way over planks laid from the lonely 
shore out to the little house, where they 
found a warm welcome and a little feast. 

The couple were married in Stuttgart 
when Rudolph was twenty-four years old, 
his bride being one year younger. He fol- 
lowed the sea until thirteen years ago, 
when he went to Sheepshead Bay. Miss 
Ungardt, a relative, owned a strip of land 
which was four feet under water at low 
tide. Louis filled it in till he got room 
enough to build a little hut. Then he filled 
in more and more until he had one a dry 
spot; there they have lived ever since. Then 
he was dispossessed after a_lawsuit in 
which he claimed that Miss Ungardt told 
him if he could recover any of the land he 
could use it as long as he lived.

MOB’S CHASE AFTER A NEGRO. 


The Man Had Nearly Killed Another 
Negro with a Razor. 


An angry mob last night chased through 
several streets of the Tenderloin district a 
negro, who had assaulted and nearly killed 
another negro, whose name could not be 
learned at a late hour. 

The assault occurred in front of the Re- 
form Club, at Twenty-seventh Street and 
Yifth Avenue, and was witnessed by Miss 


Lena Zeigler of 39 West Twenty-sixth 
Street. She says the negro, who gave his 
name at the West Thirtieth Street Police 
Station, where he was subsequently taken, 
as Henry Miller, twenty-three years old, 
of 310 West One Hundred and Forty-sixth 
Street, had quarreled. with another negro. 
Miller drew a razor, nearly cut the scalp 
from the strange man, and also slashed 
him in several places. 

Miller then ran down the avenue with a 
shouting mob at his heels, and made across 
the park at Madison Square. Hugh Smith 
of 623 Second Avenue attempted to stop 
him, and had the fingers of both hands 
cut by the negro’s razor. " 

Policeman Baury seized the negro at Lex- 
ington Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, 
and with the aid of other policemen res- 
cued him from the crowd and took him to 
the police station. ‘ 

The man he had assaulted was found in 
an unconscious condition at Twenty-ninth 
Street anf Fifth Avenue. He was removed 
to the New York Hospital. 


BANKRUPT MERCHANT INDICTED.

Mark Chambers Charged with Perjury 
and with Concealing Goods. 


Arrested under the first indictment for 
violations of the National bankruptcy laws 
ever returhed by a Federal Grand Jury in 
this district, Mark Chambers, a bankrupt 
fur merchant, formerly doing business at 
65-67 East Twelfth Street, was on Wednes- 
day committed to Ludlow Street Jalil in 
default of $5,000 bail by Judge Adams of 
the United States Court. 

Chambers is charged in the indictment 
with concealing part of his stock in trade 
from William Ford Upson, receiver, and 
with perjury in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings. Description and value of the stock 
was declared to be unknown to the Grand 
Jury beyond articles valued at $411, which 
were set forth. 

James, Schell & Elkus, who, as counsel 
for the Fur Merchants’ Credit Association, 
were instrumental in Chambers’s appre- 
hension, declare that the value of the 
goods Chambers ‘secreted is fully $20,000. 

Chambers failed on Oct. 1, 1900, his la- 
bilities being estimated at $45,000. 





LEGAL NOTES, 


INCOMPETENT EvibdeNct. — Lyman B. 
Woodward, a driver in the employ of Alvin 
I. Loomis and another, was kicked by the 
horse he was driving. On.the-trial of 
Woodward's action against his employers 
to recover damages, the jury returnéd a 
verdict for the defendants. After the horse 
had kicked the plaintiff, he. was sold by 
the defendants td one Meyers, who, hav- 
ing been sworn as a witness, testified that 
he had owned the animal for some months. 


He was then asked what kifd of disposi- 
tion the horse had. Woodward objected to 
this question, on the ground that it cailed 
for a description of the horse long after 
the accident. The evidence was received, 
however, and the witness answered that 
the horse was a good-dispositioned animal, 
in his judgment, and that he never saw 
the horse kick at anything unless he was 
playing. 

The Fourth Appellate Division, on ap- 
peal, holds, Justice Williams dissenting, 
that the evidence of Meyers was cleariy 
incompetent. Justice Rumsey, who gives 
the prevailing opinion, says that it cannot 
be said that the evidence did no harm, 
because it was addregsed to the precise 
question at issue, and which was strongly 
contested upon the trial. Justice Williams 
places his dissent on the ground that the 
evidence complained of was not prejudi- 
cial to the plaintiff. He says: 

“If the jury believed the horse to be of 
such vicious tendénetes as plaintiff by his 
witnesses proved on the trial, they might 
well refuse to credit plaintiff's evidence 
that he never discovered it during all the 
time he was using the horse before he 
was injured, and they might on the con- 
trary infer from the facts proved in plain- 
tiff’s behalf on the trial that he had knowl- 
edge of the vicious character of the horse, 
and then have rendered their verdict upon 
the theory that he assumed the risk of 
using the horse.” 


QUESTION OF TITLE IN HIGHWAY BY AD- 
VERSE Possession.—In an action brought 
by Maurice J. Halleran’s ancestor against 
the Bell Telephone Company of Buffalo 
to compel the removal of certain telephone 
poles erected by the defendant in front of 
the plaintiff's lands, the complaint was 


dismissed by the trial court because the 
poles had not caused any substantial dam- 
age to any easement of light, air, and ac- 
cess which the owner of the land had in 
the highway, it being conceded that the 
plaintiff had no record title to the land to 
the centre of the highway. The Fourth 
Appellate Division, on appeal, has affirmed 
the judgment for the defendant, 

Justice Rumsey, who gives the Court's 
opinion, says: ‘ The plaintiff, although ad- 
mitting that he has no record title to the 
highway in front of his premises, insists 
that he has acquired title thereto by ad- 
verse possession. It appears that the 
plaintiff and his predecessors ' in title have 
from time to time, as required 'by statute, 
cut down the weeds growing in the high- 
way in front of his premises; that once in 
seven or eight years he has cultivated the 
land extending from the siges of the road 
out to the beaten track; s@wed erops and 
seeded it, and has taken off the crops from 
time to time and cut the grass there grow- 
ing. He has not in any way inclosed it, nor 
has his occupation of it been exclusive or 
interfered with the rights of passage of 
any one desirous of traveling upon the 
highway clear up to his fence. Without, 
therefore, considering whether, under any 
circumstances, one can obtain an adverse 
title to a highway in front of his land, we 
think no adverse title has been acquired in 
this case, because, as the plaintiff admits 
that there was no written instrument eon- 
veying title, he could not have obtained 
title by adverse possession unless he had 
inclosed the land or customarily cultivated 
it, and such cultivation must be notorious, 
hostile, and exclusive, and unless the ad- 
verse possession has those qualities it is 
never effectual as the foundation of a 
claim of adverse title..* * * If the 
plaintiff were the owner of the land to the 
eentre of the highway, he would have his 
right of action either for damages caused 
by the erection of the poles and the cutting 
of his trees, or perhaps would be entitled to 
SS to compel the removal! ofthe 
poles.”’

in the suit. of J. Edward Addicks against 
the Boston Gag Light’Company, and the 
Massachusetts Pipe Line Company, in a 


suit now pending in the United States Dis- 
trict Court for Massachusetts. 

The order is based on the affidavits of 
Oscar Wagner, a lawyer in the office of 
counsel for the com Lrants who makes 
affidavit that hé made seven different ef- 
forts to serve the order of the Court upon 
Mr. Rogers, and that Aug. 23, he saw Mr. 
Rogers embark on the yacht Kanawah at 
spe foot of Twenty-sixth Street, East River.

WOMAN PASSENGER KILLED. 


Many on Board an Eighth Avenue Trol- 
ley Car Witness the Victim's Fatal 
Fall and Mutilation. 

As south-bound open Car No. 1,114 of the 
Fighth Avenue Line was approaching the 
transfer station at Eighty-sixth Street at 
8 o'clock last night, a middle-aged woman 
stepped down upon the running board, and 
before the car had quite stopped, alighted. 
She spun around and fell heavily on the 
pavement, striking on the back of her head.

The following description was given by 
the police: Forty years old, 5 feet 4 inches 
tall: weight, about 135 pounds; brown 
heir: gray skirt; black straw hat; striped 
shirtwaist; black shoes. 


POLICEMAN BADLY HURT. 


Was Run Down in Central Park by a 
Woman Automobilist. 

Mrs. B: M. Baruch of 351 West Eighty- 

sixth Street, while riding in an automobile 
yesterday morning on the East Drive, in 
Central Park, near Eighty-seventh Street, 
ran over Mounted Policeman John E. 
Hoey of 206 Fifty-seventh Street, attached 
to the Central Park Squad, perhaps fatally 
injuring - him.

Policemam Hoey was walking up.the Hast 
Drive, leading his horse. The automobile’s 
warning bell scared the horse, which 
jumped aside, jerking Hoey in front of the 
automobile. He was knocked down, the 
wheels passing over his chest and _ stom- 
ach, bpd mony | four ribs on the left side 
and injurin im internally. 

Hoey is thirty-seven years old, married, 
and became a member of the police force 
in 1890. 


JUSTICE JEROME'S RETORT. 


Bench Warrants. Issued for Alleged 
Gamblers After Bondsmen’s Counsel 
Hints at a Non-Appearance 


Justice Jerome took- summary action yes- 
terday in a matter developing from the 
examination of several alleged east side 
gamblers in Special Sessions. Four men, 
who were arrested last month upon the 
complaint of a priest for running a “ crap”’ 
game at 2,011 Third Avenue, were, upon 
their arraignment, then held in $500 bail 
for further examination. Yesterday the 
Hearing took place before Justice Jerome, 
and he announced that he would hold the 


accused men for trial in $1,000 bail each. 
The Justice said, Nowever, that he would 
allow the $500 bail bonds to stand over 
until to-day, when the bondsmen could 
come into court and increase their sureties 
to $1,000 in eaéh case. After this the Jus- 
tice adjourned court and retired to his 
chambers, 

He had hardly been out of the court- 
room five minutes when Lewis Spiegal, 
counsel for ‘the bondsmen, appeared and 
suggested that the $500 bonds would not 
hold, and. that, therefore, when wanted 
one of his clients might fail to appear 
to make good the bond or, produce the 
prisoners. 

Justice Jerome arose instantly. 

“What do you mean by that assertion?” 
he exclaimed. ‘‘Do you think I will al- 
low. any such trickery and nonsense for a 
minute? I will forfeit every one of, those 
bonds immediately and issue bench\.war- 
rants for the’ prisoners.”’ é 

The lawyer strove to appease the Judge, 
but Justice Jerome would not listen to 
him. Donning his gown, he hurried into 
the courtroom, reconvened court, and or- 
dered the forfeiture of all the bonds, and 
issued bench warrants for the arrest of the 
four accused.men. They will all have to 
give new, bonds in $1, each. 


SHELL OF GLYPTODON FOUND. 


Fossil Remains of Remote Relative of 
the Armadillo Discovered,in Texas. 
Word has been received by Prof. Henry 
Fairfield Osborn, Curator of the Depart- 
ment of: Vertebrate Paleontology of the 
American Museum of Natural History, of 
the discovery of the entire side of the shell 
of a fossil glyptodon by an. expedition 


from the American Museum of Natural 
History-in Texas. i 

This animal is remotely related to the 
armadillo, and is one of the hey te Mo 
South American types which invaded Nort 
America in the Pilocene period. It has 
hitherto been known in this country by 
only two teeth and a few pieces of the 
shell, recorded by Profs. Cope and Leidy 
in Texas and Florida in 1888 and 1889. 

The great shell found by the American, 
Museum is four feet long, accompanied 
by the heavily armored tail, all ar Saag 
sculptured and in perfect preservation. It 
is not a. true glyptodon, but more like 
the spécies hoplophorus from the bone 
caverns of Brazil, which is described by

This specimen has been shipped to the 
museum. It was found by one of the ex- 
editions sent out especially for fossil 
Rorses. It looks more like a turtle than a 
mammal, the body being encased in a 
dome-shaped shell of bone ornamented with 
an elaborate mosaic pattern:

POLICEMAN REFUSED 
TO SERVE WARRANT 


Issued in Abduction Case to Park- 
hurst Society Agents.

Patrolman Urges Conimissioner Mur- 
phy’s Order in Excuse—District At- 
torney Will Test Itgg, Legality. 





The order of Commissioner Murphy to all 
policemen on post to refuse to serve war- 
rants issued at the request of anti-vice so- 
cieties was obeyed to the letter yesterday 
morning by a policeman of the West Twen- 
tieth Street Station, who was asked to 
serve & warrant issued by Justice Jerome 
for the Parkhurst society against a woman 
charged with abduction. The legality of 
Commissioner Murphy’s order will now *be 
tested by the District Attorney. 

The defendant in the case is Mrs. 
Batcheller of 226 West Twenty-fifth Street, 
and the proceedings leading up to her arrest 
yesterday were conducted with much se- 
crecy. She is charged with the abduction 
of Marie Augusta Vannson, a French girl, 
under eighteen years of age. The woman, 
who is now in the Tombs, is not the only 
person involved in the abduction. 

Superintendent McClintock and Assistant 
Superintendent Hammond of the Parkhurst 
society secured a warrant for the arrest of 
Mrs. Batchellep from Justice Jerome either 
Wednesday night or yesterday morning. 
They started out to serve the warrant soon 
after 11 o'clock yesterday morning. They 
found a policeman on post on West Twen- 
ty-fifth Street. They showed him their 
warrant and requested him to serve it. The 
policeman, in obedienee to Commissioner 
Murphy's order, he said, refuse& firmly, 
though the agents of the society pointed out 
to him that he was defying the laW of the 
State. « 

McClintock and Hammond then went to 
the West Twentieth Street Station and 
asked the Sergeant for an officer to serve 
their warrant for them. A policeman was 
assigned and the woman was arrested and 
taken immediately to the Tombs. When 
she will be arraigned could not be learned 
yesterday. 

Justice Jerome was asked last night how 
the matter of the policeman’s refusal to 
serve his warrant will be brought up. The 
Justice said.that he would ae to leave the 
case in the hands of the Distfict Attorney, 
who would see to it that Commissioner 
Murphy's order was tested in the courts. 
Justice Jerome said that at any other time 
than the present he would push the charges 
of misdemeanor against the policeman for 
failing to serve the warrant, but as he may 
resign his seat on the bench in view of the 
coming campaign he could not give the at- 
tention to the case which its importance de- 
served. 

No one officially interested tn the charges 
of abduction against the woman would dis- 
cuss the case, alleging as their reasons that 
there were certain important facts involved 
in the charges which, if made public, would 
defeat the ends of justice. They admitted, 
however, that the possibility of charges _be- 
ing brought against the policeman for his 
refusal to serve Justice Jerome’s warrant 
was one of the least important features of 
the case. 


GIRLS WERE PANIC-STRICKEN.

When Fire Broke Out in Canal Street 
House They Had to be Carried 
Down Fire Escapes. 


Fire broke out in the second floor of the 
four-story brick structure at 239 Canal 
Street, which extends back to Walker 
Street, at a few minutes before 6 o’clock 
last evening. The second and third floors 
of the building are occupied by Cooper & 
Lapen, cloak manufacturers. 

Patrolman Ralph Micella, who,ywas pass- 
ing, saw flames burst from the _ second 
‘story window on Walker Street, and heard 
the screams-of fifty girls employed there. 
He turned in an alarm, and with Patrol- 


man Edson Yaw and Detective Philip J. 
Carroll, who were near by, rushed to the 
assistance of the girls. 

Carroll climbed up to the fire escape on 
the Walker Street side of the building and 
placed the fire escape ladder to enable the 
young women to climb down in safety. The 
screaming girls, however, huddled on the 
fire escapes, panic-stricken. The pglice- 
man was obliged to climb up the fife es- 
capes and carry down about twenty who 
appeared to be paralyzed with fear. By 
the time the = arrived all of the 
girls had been taken from the building. 

The flames were quickly subdued. The 
origin of the fire is unknown, but believed 
to have been caused by the ignition of a 
can of benzine, a large quantity of which’ 
is stored by the cloak manufacturers. The 
police estimate the damage at $1,500.
